This happen’d upon" 
the 2 1 ft of January , being St. Agnes’ s Day, 
that a Greek, Wind riling about Midnight, 
after the going down of the Moon, the ex- 
traordinary rednefs of which was a dread- 
ful prefagctous, found us a world of em- 
ployment, and exercis’d the Skill of all the 
Seamen for four and twenty hours together; 
and in regard the Storm grew fiercer and 
fiercer ftill as day began to break, it en- 
rag’d the Sea to that degree, that in a lhort 
time we could fee nothing but Mountains 
and Abyfles of Water. All the while our

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Veflel, which could hardly bear her Sprite- 
fail, tho it was almoft quite furl’d up, was 
fo terribly tofs’d by the Waves that conti- 
nually "beat upon her, and pour’d into her:

ment to have been f wallow’d up. 

Thefe terrible fljogs* together with the 
dreadful roaring of the- Sea, and theoutra- 
gious fury of the Wind, which would not 
permit the Seamen to hand the Sails, and-

who ftood all holding fait by fome part or 
other of the Ship, for fear of being crulh’d 
to pieces , or ding’d into the Sea, was 
forc’d to commit himfelf for fome time to 
the mercy of the Billows, without any other 
hope then that of being thrown upon the 
Coaft of Barbary i where if he could not 
five the Veflel, at leaft he might favc the 
Mens Lives. 

In this deplorable Condition , at- what 
time the Image of Death, which appear’d 
in the faces of all the forlorn Mariners, 
and terrify’d me more then all the reft, 
Godinfpir’dme with fo much coutage, that 

not- 
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notwithftanding the confternatien I was in, 
I took advantage of the llupifying terror of 
th& Seamen, and caus’d ’em to bethink them-, 
felves of their Eternal Salvation, at a time 
when, they had no thoughts of any other. To 
which purpofe, after 1 had firft of all pre- 
par’d myfelf for all Events that could be- 
fall us, I endeavour’d to recover ’em out* 
of that fame prodigious infenfibility where- 
in they- were, and to put ’em in mind of 
the prefe rvation of their Souls j the lofs of. 
which concern’d ’em. more then that of their. 
Bodies , which feem’d to be inevita- 
ble. 

I was very much_over joy’d to fee feveral 
of the Sea-men come and make their Con- 
feffionsat my Feet, while others perform’d 
feveral open and iignal Adis of Contrition 
and Conformity to the Will of God 5 to 
Faith, Hope and Charity, as I had been 
careful to infule into their Minds. At th& 
lame time I took the advantage of their Pi-* 
ous Inclinations, to admonifh ’em (9 put 
their confide iKe in the Holy Virgin, and to 
make their Addreifes to her at fuch a time 
of eminent danger. In (hort, wefoon be- 
gin to be fenlible of her powerful Protecti- 
on in fuch a lingular manner-, that we 
could no longer quetlion but that (he had . 
effectually interceded for us with him 
whom Seas and Winds are bound to obey. 
Fornofoonerhad I brought 'em to promife 
B- 5 , me - 
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me to make Confeffion, and receive the Sa- 
crament in- honour of her, if e’re we came 
to be fo happy as to get fafe aihore ; but we 
began tobe in hopes of that afliftance which 
we expected from above. AU refum'd frelh 
courage in an inftant \ and whether it 
were that God made ’em look upon the 
Danger to be lets then it was, or whether 
the long continuance of the Storm had made 
’em lefs fenfible’, every one put themfelves 
forward to make good the Vei&l againft the 
violence of die Waves that hill tumbl’d 
and tofsM it with an extraordinary - 
force i and at length the Wind being fome- 
what abated, the men abfolutely recover’d ' 
themfelves, and theGalm which infenfibly 
return’d, put us in a condition to fleer our 
firft intended Courfe. 

Which we did fo profpe- 
vtftcr thru roufl'y, that within two days 
iuysVtjagt they a f ter we defcry’d the I Hand 

Z‘ZZ£ ofC^ theLand of which 
ca Read. appear d fo much the more 
delightful' to us , in regard 
that but a Kttle before we never thought of 
feeing Land any more. Now becaufe the 
two Veffels that fet fail {torn Leghorn had 
appointed to meet in the Road of Lemeca, 
we came to an Anchor there the 25th. of 
January, which was the twelfth of our being 
at Sea. T here we thought to have met the 
Thmdring Jupiter, which indeed might well 1 

have 
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have been there before us, as being the bet- 
ter Sailer, though the bigger Ship. But 
the Tem pert which had fcparated usatfirft, 
had handl'd her fo rudely, that after the 
Men had thought they (hould have been 
{wallow’d up by the Water which (he took 
In on every (ide, (he was forc’d to put in 
by the way, and refit, before (he could o- 
vettake us. However, being uncertain as 
we were, what was become of her x and 
rfcfigning to be affut’d of what we were to ' 
tru/1 to, we were permitted to put in" to 
Lerneca , and go afliore to refrelhour felves, 
till we could hear news of our Man of- 
War. 

Lerntca , which was formerly a City of a- 
large extent,as may well be jud ged by the fpa- 
cioufnefs of her Ruins, is now no more then 
a Village feated about a quarter of a Mile 
from the Sea, to the South , and inhabited by 
feveralconiiderableand wealthy Merchants, -, 
as being one of thole places in the Illand of 
Cyprus-, where the gteateft Trade is driven. 
The Fathers of the Holy Land have there a- 
very convenient Covent 5 and the Capu- 
chins; alfo a moft delightful Manfion. 
Which latter being French , whereas the 
othersare almoft all Spaniards, we took up • 
our Lodging with the Capthbins : Nor can 
any thing be added to the Entertainment' 
which they gave us, nor to the charitable care 
which they took to recover us from cur pad 
Hat dihips. The 
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The Fertility of this Ifland 
The Beauty is -fo great, and -there is fuch 
end Fertility of an extraordinary plenty of all 
the ifland of things for the fupport of Hu- 
Cypras. ma n life, that there is. not 
.perhaps any part of the World 
where a man brought down hy Sicknefs 
and Infirmities , may fooner recover his 
Strength and Health. The Wines are ex- 
cellent, and all the Fruits delicious; the 
Citrons, Oranges'- and LL- 
mons coil little or nothing. 
There is a prodigious num- 
ber of * Francoltos as well as 
other Wild-Fowl : And in 
general, whatever, is to be 
defir’d, either-to fupply thfe 
Exigencies , dr pamper the 
Pleafures of a yoluptuous 
Life, is to be found there in 
fuch vaftabundance, that this 
Ifland may contend for De- 
light and Conveniency with 
auy other in the World. .

But in the mid ft of thefe great Advan- 
tages, it wants freih. Water-, there not ber 
ing in all the Ifland above one Spring that 
is not brackiftu This Fountain lies exadly 
upon the Sea-fliore ; yet notwithstanding 
the nearuefs of, it .to the Sea, prefer ves the

fweet and delicious Taft which diftinguiihes 
it from the reft.I leave it to the Philofophers 
to unfold this Prodigy of Nature, which the 
frequent enough, yet feems to have fome- 
t hing of a wonder in it. 

During our ftay in this 
M\and, an ugly Accident be* 

€e\\ Come Paflengers that were 
embark'd aboard our.Veflfel. 

One day., t hat ? they. were 
walking upon the Scadhore where the 
Turk* have a little Fort, but meanly guard- 
ed, their Curiofity : led ’em to enter the in- 
tide of the PJace,where the Avenues were aH 
open , never coniidering how dangerous it 
was to give the leaft fufpicion to a People 
that are To jealous of the Chriitians , and 
look? upon lem as their riioft mortal Encr 
mies. Upon this, a Soldier ihat was not 
far off, obferving ’em , after nc had call’d 
fome of his Companions , ran to ’em in a 
terrible chafe, belabour’d ’em with a great 
Cudgel, and had certainly knockt out their 
Brains, but for fome Domeftic Servants of 
the Fraicfr Conful, that happen’d to come 
by in the- interim by .chance, who put -a 
flop to the Fury of the Soldiers’; giving 
them to underftand, that they were Stran- 
gers, altogether ignorant of the Cuftom of 
the Country; that. they dreamt no harm, 
only thought they might have beeni allow’d 
the lame .liberty, as is ufually permitted in 

Europe , , 
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Europe, where it was a common thing for 
any Body to enter into fuch Places which 
they find unguarded, and without Defence. 
But this bufinefs was not fo put up; for the 
Conful fent an Exprefs to Nicofia, to com- 
plain of the Brutifhnefe of the Soldier, up- 
on which he was order’d to receive a hun- 
der’d Bafhnado’s. 

After fome days Repofe , the '{bundling 
Jupiter arriving , tho very much Blatter’d 
by the Tempcft, we reimbark’d to let fail 
for Alexandretta, in company with another 
Veffel of Marfaies, that joyn’d us at Cyprus, 
We let fail both together at the fame time, 
and at the fame time alfo found our felves 
by the favour of a fair Wind at Nore , juft 
againft the Gulf of Alexandretta s near the 
entrance into which was to be difcoveiM at 
a good diftance, a Point of Land running 
but a great way into the Sea , and which 
the Arabians call Canzir , or the Wild Boar , 
becaufe this Cape refembles perfedly the 
Head of a Wild Boar. * I 

Before we doubl’d this 
75w Vtftts Promontory, our Pilot being 
fall foul me defirous to give notice to the 
upon ""tber -t Pilot of the other Veffel what 

iZShee * It Courfe t0 Steer iu thc Nl & ht > 

the Pilot. which was at hand, had like 
to have deftroy’d both the 
one and the other , as well by Surprife, as 
by Imprudence. F or while he bore up too 

neat 
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near the t’other Ship, to the end he might 
be the better heard, not confidering that we 
(ail'd with a fide* wind, he quite loft the 
Wind, which the Sail of the t'other Ship 
depriv’d him of; fo that the Current ha-, 
ving brought ’em foul upon the other, 
never was known fuch a terrible Out-cry 
and Confufion among the Sea-men. Pre- 
fentYy they betook themfelves to their 
Booms to hinder the two Maffy- balksfrom 
Bilging one againft the other; and ih re- 
gard the motion of the Waves carry’d ’em 
with great Violence , and for that their 
Yards Arms and Cordage were entangl’d 
one within another, never were two Ships 
thought to be fo near periling. But at 
length, by cutting the Mafis, Yards, and 
Tackle , they made a foift to get clear of 
each other. After which , having refitted 
their Rigging as well as they could , for 
the (hort way they had to make , we got 
fafe into Port the next day , maugre ail 
the unlucky Accidents that had befal- 
len us. 


Alexandria , which the 
Turk/ call Seandamn , is a 
Town feated upon the Sea- 
fhore in a very unwholefome

fpot of Ground, by reafon that the Moun- 


tains, with which it is every way furround- 
cd , hinder the Wind from ventilating 
and purifying the Air , which is extreamly 

thick. 
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thick, and being heated and inflam'd du- 
ring the Summer, caufes many violent and- 
malignant Diftempers. .And notwithftand-. 
ing the Advice which had been given us 
before our Departure out of France, to make 
but a very little Jfop there, we were con- 
ftrain’dto flay for Three whole weeks foge- 
ther* "till -the Roads infefted by the Soldiers 
that were continually upon their March; out 
of Afa to Confiantinople, were.a. little rid of 
thofe troublefome Paffengers- 

No fooner. h^d we got a(hore,but wehad 
the pleafure. to fee difpatch’d away before 
us, one of the Meffengers which they make 
uTe of in thofe Parts, to carry fuch Intelli- 
gence as they would have fpeedily made 
known. For the doing of 
A Pigeon de- which , their moft ufual way 
{patch'd to A-. is this. A Merchant of At 

kppo , gives w |j 0 (j e ji res t0 h a ve 

arrival of the toc 111011 eatl Y Information of 
tm shift. . what Merchandizes arc come 
{xomFrancefit anyother parts, 
takes particular care by an Exprefs to fend 
away a Pigeon that has young ones, much 
about the time that the. Ships are expefted 
at AUxandretta , where he has his Gorre- 
fpondent 5 who as loon as any Veffel comes 
to. an Anchor , goes and informs himfelf 
of what Goods the Veffel has brought 
moft proper for his turn* of which when 
he.has given, a full Account in his Letter, 

’ 'he. 
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he . fattens the Paper about the Neck of the' 
winged Courtier, and carrying her to the top 
of a little Mountain, gives her her liberty, 
never fearing her. going aftray. The Pigeon 
which we law let go, after (he had foar’d 
a good heighth to difeover, doubtlefs, the 
place froiriwhence (he had been takeh fome 
few days before , and pulh’d forward by 
that in-hind , which is common to all 
Birds that have young ones, took her flight 
towards Aleppo # nd arriv’d there in lefs then 
three hours, thothatCity be very near thir- 
ty Leagues from the place from whence (he 
was fent. However they do not make ufeof 
any fort of Pigeons to carry their DHjpatches, 
in regard that all Pigeons are not alike 
proper for that Service. For there is a par- 
ticular fort of thefc Birds, which arc ealily 
train'd up to this Exercife , and which as 
occafion ferves , are of extraordinary ufe, 
efpecially for the fwift management of Bu- 
fmefs, and where fpeed of intelligence is re- 
quir’d, asm the Fadoriesof the Levant, far 
remote one from the other. 

. This was the only piece of Curiofity. 
which we could obferve during our day in 
this fame firft Port of the Ea(h We would 
willingly alfo have feen the Shore, upon 
which ’tis believ’d that Jonas was thrown 
by the Whale that.fwallpw’d him upt But 
being inform’d, that it was very dangerous 
to go too far on that fide, by reafon of the 
> Excurfi- 
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Excurfions 6f the Arabians , when they un- 
derftand that there are any Ships arriv’d 
in the Road , we fatisfi'd our (elves with 
only feeing at a diftance the Piramid that 
was creded in remembrance of that Mi* 
racle. 

At length, the firft Tburfday in Lent be- 
ing fixt upon for the day of our Departure, 
there was a Caravan made up of about for* 
ty Perfons. They call a Caravan if) Turly 
any number of Travellers defign’d to one 
certain Place , and bound to keerp Compa- 
ny together for fear of being Plunder’d or 
Murder’d by a fort of profefs’d Robbers , 
with which the High Roads arc numerouf- 
lyinfefted. Our Company therefore being 
all ready, we let forward from Alexandretta. 
under the Guidance of a Turk* a very honeft 
Fellow, who perform’d the Office of Cara- 
van Bacbi, or Condu&or of the Caravan, and 
of whole Fidelity the French had a long time 
had experience. 

Our firft days Journey was but (hort, 
for we lay at a Village call’d Beilan, pot 
above four or five Leagues from Alexan- 

dretta. 

The next Morning we traveled on by * 
Break of day, and crofs’d the Plain of An- 
tiocb , which is one . of the moft pleafant, 
and moft fertile that are to be feen in the 
World. It is about five or fix Leagues in 
extent, intercut with an infinite number of 

Rivolets 
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Rivolets, abounding in Pafturage, and co- 
ver’d with Cartel which are there brought 
to be fatted all the year long. The fame 
day we pafs’d the Oroms , a froall Stream, 
the Water of which is very tnuddy and in- 
clining to a ruddy colour, aqd confid arable 
for nothing elfe but the Name. . 

That Night we lodg’d in one of the Vil- 
lages of the Curies , from whom that Na- 
tion how grown fo numerous, is faid to 
hare been originally deriv’d. Here our 
People were forc’d to keep a good Guard 
all Night long , for fear of being furpriz’d 
by the Country People, that only fubfift by 
Thieving and Robbery. 

Our next days Journey was tirefom a- 
nougb, by rcafon of the rugged and dony 
ways, no lefs tedious to the Horfes then the 
Men. We beheld as we pad along, the 
ftately Ruins of thofe Ancient Monaderies, 
where formerly fo ma'ny devout Perfbns 
led an Angelick Life. They alfo Chew’d us 
at a didance , the famous Pillar where Si- 
mon the Stilite , for forty years together 
perform’d that rigorous Penance, which 
adonifh’d all the Religious Perfbns round 
about. At length, after we had travell’d 
quite through this fmall Country with 
thofe extraordinary Sentiments of Devoti- 
on which the fight of all thofe Sacred Mo- 
numents infpire into the mod infenfible, 
we arriv’d betimes at Anjar, which is a 

large 
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large- Burrough, where our Caravan Bach* 
receiv’d us into a Houfe of his ojvn , and 
where he treated us with tf little Rice boil*d 
. in Oyl, and fome Fruits of -the Country ; 
the. time of Lent not permitting him to be fo 
liberal to thc Frencb, as he was wont to be 
at other times. 

At laft upon Sunday the . 
We arrive at I rth of March, we arriv’d at 
Aleppo. Aleppo , where we were re- 

'• ceiv’d by the Jeiuits with 

thofe Demonfirations of Friendihip , as 
made us forget all our part Hardlhips. Af- 
ter fome few' days repofe, the Superior of 
the Millions of Syria, giving me to under- 
. Band the great want of Labourers almoft 
in all the Eafiern Parts, through the lois of 
feveral excellent Millenaries , .underftood 
fo well how to engage me in all his Aftairs, 
that notwithftanding my ^extraordinary 
Inclinations to have haften’d into Perfia , in 
order to my Grand Journey intended for 
.China, which I had had in my thoughts 
for (o many years, I could, not refufe to go 
for fome Months into Curdifian i from 
whence; Father Roche had ply’d him with 
importunate Letters, to let him know-how 
impoilible it was for him to abide there any 
longer without a Companion to eafc him of 
the great Burthen that lay ftpon his .Shoul- 
ders every day. 

•this 
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This fecrificing of my felf, eoft me in 
truth fomewhat dear, as .alfo for that I was 
conftrain’d to Separate from my Brother , 
who, was defign’d for the fame reafon to 
another Million, tho we had flatter’d our 
felves that wefhould one day both toge- 
ther tafte .the, fweet Comforts of manuring, 
thofe Fields ,. where both of us Were in 
l\ppes to reap the fame Har vefl. But when 
a , Man has once devoted himielf to God, 
to what purpofe is it afterwards to be ( pa- 
ring of hirofelf ? So that I prepar'd to be 
gone with a numerous Caravan that was 
mufiering together , and within a fliort 
time was ready to depart for BaUs ,the 
Capital City, of Cardigan. 

Among the reft that made up this Cara~ 
van, there, was an ArmenianMetchint, who 
profefe’d himfelf a Rswwfl-Catholick , and 
who .under that Notion feem’d to be, much 
t a Friend of the Jefuits. Now, in regard - 
that then I underflood not any of the 
Eaflem Languages, I thought 1 could not 
-do better then to put my*felf -into the 
Hands of this Perfon , - out of a.*Confi- 
dence that his Religion , and his Love 
for our Society would oblige him to take 
care of me in this, the firft of all myTra- : 
vels. 

It was in the- time of a Lent , which the 
Armenian! obferve with fo much rigour, 
that they make it a great fcrupleof Con-' 

fdence, 
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fcfcnce to feed uponLettice, Fife and Oyl, 
of to drink Wine. Therefore I thought 
tpy felf engag'd to comply with the weak* 
ncis of thole people, who believe the whole 
EfTence of Religion to conlift in thele Exte- 
riour Observations, and to deprive my felf, 
as they did) of all thofe Refrefements of 
Nature which the Catholick Church al- 


Sp,ws her Children. For this purpofe, afte# 
I had only made my Ptovifion of Bifcuit, 
Dams, and feme other dry’d Fruits, toge* 
ther with a little Coffee, for a Journey of 
above two hundred andjifty Leagues, I left 
dlepp$, difguiz’d like ah Armenian for tny 
greater fccurity, and went wkh ntyCondu- 
dor the a 4*b of March., to the General 
, Rendevonz of the Caravan. 

_ „ ' It was a Ibttrfdary in the 

7f>e Turks Evening which the Turks 

*»vel ‘on *a IDi ^ e ch°i ce °f on purpofe 
Friday. to fet forward, out of a Su- 

perfiitious Fancy very ufual 
among the Eofiern People; who believe 
that if they begin a Journey upon a Triday 
Morning, it will infallibly draw upon 'em a 
great, number of Misfortunes during the 
whole courfe of their Travels y though in 
my Opinion the misfortune of palling a 
whole Night foincommodioufly as we were 
conftrain’d to fpend the firft Night, is one 
of the greateft Hardfhips that a man can 
well endure. There was no great fear of 

not 
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not waking betimes in the Morning, inre- 
gard ’twas impoftible for any body to deep, 
by reafon of the horrible noife and htury!, 
which cannot be at firft avoided till every 
body is well fetled in his Geares. 

Bat at length the Caravan, compofs’d of 
about aoo perfons, being r eady by break of 
day, we all together quitted the Cavern, 
where we lay, and after we had crpfs’d in 
good order feveral Defart Plains of Syria, 
where we had a view of the hill famous Ci- 
ty of Edejfay which the TWrfy call Or^ba j 
we arriv’d at the Banks of Ettbhrates, much 
we ctofc’d over in a iarge Flatbottom’d- 
Boat , over againft a little City, by our, 
Modem Geographers ufually call’d by the 
Name of Eire, where this River, fo much 
celebrated in Sacred Hifiory, may be about 
three hundred Paces broad. 

There, although too late, 1 found it to 
be true, what a perfbn perfe&ly acquain- 
ted with the Eaft, had told me *, That upon 
die ConapctitorQup of feveral Guides that 
ufiially prefent themfelves , ’tis better to 
make choice of a Tjtrk* then a Cbriftian of 
the Country > the latter neither having 
Authority to defend you, nor courage toop- 
pofe himlelf againft the cruel Impofltions 
that are demanded of ye, nor that Fidelity 
which is always obfervable in the other » e- 
fpecially when he has fwom upon his head 
to condud you lafely.

lefsinade ttyalof my Health and Confuta- 
tion, then they furnifh’d me with occafions 
’ fufficient to exercife my Patiehcc. The 
rigorous Lept which I was bound to ob- 
fcrve , enfeebl’d me every day more and 
more) nor bad 1 any Converfation with 
any living Soul , for that no Body under- 
flood me , neither did I underhand any 
Body ) and the Night which is ufually a time 
of reft, was to me a time of cruel Torment. 
In a word , the Life of a Caravan , which 
1 had never made tryal of before, annoy’d 
me fo extreamly, that if God had not fue- 
cour'd me after a paticular manner, I had 
infallibly funk under the Burthen the ve- 
ry fiift days that I found my felt under 
a neceflity of accuftoming my fclf to ir. 
Nor will it be amifs to give a fhort Ac- 
count of this fame way of Caravan-Travel- 
ling. 

In the Morning you , muft rife before 
break of Day, especially in the feafon that 
the Heats are not very extream , then you 
muft Travel till Noon, or rather till you 
come to fome place where you may meet 
with Water to refrefh both Men and Horfes: 
there you mull flay for about two hours, 
till both are fomewhat refrefh’d, and then 
you muft be content to nibble upon a little 
dry*d Fruit, for want of Time and Wood 
to get any thing die ready, unlefs a little 
Coffee, and that too with a.greac deal of 
C difficulty.

We were not fo fortunate 
jin unlucky thenext day, in meeting with 

r2”cte ’ which is she 
per. Name they give to the Perfian 

Couriers, as0«/<tt is to thofe 
of Turky. In both Empires thefe fort of 
People are extreamly formidable to Tra- 
veller'. ■ For in regard the State makes no, 
regular Provifion of Horfes for ’em j they ; 
have a priviledg to difmount upon the 
Road any Perfon whofe Horfe pleafes ’em.. . 
better then their own. Now, thowewere 
{efficiently inform’d of this inconvenient 
Cuftom, we could not be fo cautious, but. 
that we were furpriz’d by one of thfife 
Couriers which the Kam of Scbiamaki had 
difpatch’d away about urgent Affairs. He 
came powdering upon us in a Valley* where 
we had flopp’d to- bait our Horfes, and 
took the belt, ,<?f ’em , with which he was 
juft going to ride away. . In this fame re-, 
medilefs Condition we took the ufual courfe 
which the unfortunate take in fuch.unlucky 
Accidents as thefe, and flipt a piece of Mo- 
ney into the hands of this lame troublefome 
MeiTenger. Upon which he prefently grew 
fvveet upon 'us, and having readily found . 
out a fpecious. pretence to let us. alone, h$ 
rode .wav to feek fome new Adventure in 

- another place. 

v . ' - ' ' At 
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At length , after all thefe Scbmaki ^ 
little tryals or Patience which fird’d. 
a Traveller cannot avoid , 
when he engages himfelf in long Journies, 
we arriv’d at Scbamaki, very glad to under- 
Hand we were fo near the Cafpian Sea, and 
where in a little time we underhood we 
ihouid meet with feveral Mufcovitijh VeG- 
fels that were preparing to fet fail for Af- 
ttabjin. ' 

Scbamki, which was formerly one of the 
moft confiderable and belt peopl’d Cities of 
all Perfia, is much decay’d from what it was 
feme years ago, when it was in a far more 
flpurilhing Condition then now. For a 
furious Earthquake that happen’d about 
twelve years fince,- laid it almoft utterly in 
Ruins } overthrowing Five dr fix thouland 
Houles, and killing lb great a number of 
Inhabitants , who were buried . under the 
Rubbilh , that now it is not above half fo 
big as formerly it was ; and yet there are 
reckon’d to be in it near upon Fifty or fix* 
ty thoufand Souls $ nor is there any part 
perhaps of the Perjian Empire, where yoa 
dull meet with fo vaft a concourfe-of Stran- , 
gers. 

Betides the great number of Arnuniantj 
which as they fay, amounts to Thirty thou- 
fan d i there are Indians, Mnfcovitef, Georgians % 
Greeks , Twrfy , Orcadians, and an infinite 
number of other People, whom the Neigh*

h • _ - . This little Sea which is not 

rnTdefiSr ? bove Ei § bt hunder d Leagues 
m compals, to (peak proper- 
ly, is ho more then a vail fait Lake, into 
which- above a hundei’d Rivers,, not to 
fpeak of an infinite number of little Rivo- 
lets, difcharge themfelves on all fides, and 
keep it continually fill’d with Water, which 
She, byway, of return, furnilhes with fo 
great a Quantity of Fife, that in many , 
places you may take ’em up with your 
hands without Net or Line. More efpeci- 
all in tempeftuous Weather, when the Fife 
forc’d on by the Waves, fuffer themfelves 
to be crouded in Shoales into the Rivers, 
where they are the more willing to abide, as 
finding themfelves feelter’d from the vio- 
lent Agitations of the Sea, 

Befides this particular Remark, which I 
had leifure to obferve, during a flay of fif- 
teen days, till we could meet with an op- 
porunity to embark 5 I was not a little fur- 
priz’d to fee, the fame day we were to have 
fet Sail, the Seamen employ’d to fetch frefh 
Water out of the Sea, above two Leagues 
from the Shoar. Now, in regard the thing 
to me feem’d extraordinary, 1 had a mind 
to tafte the Water, which was as fweer, as 
if it had been drawn out of a Fountain , 

tho 
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tho but a few paces from the fame place it 
appear’d to be more brackiih then in any 
Seas that ever I fail’d in. But my wonder 
ceas’d when I confider’d-, what a vaft quan- 
tity of frefli Water empti’d it felf from all 
parts into the Cafpian Lake. 

But that which is more wonderful, is 
this, to fee this petty Ocean equally red rain’d 
within the Bounds that Providence had or- 
dain’d it, notwithftanding the multude of 
Rivers that fall into it, and which only 
one would think fliould fwell it to that de- 
gree, as fometimes to overflow its Bounds. 
This refpe&ful Obedience to "Providence it 
is that has very much puzzl’d our Geogra- 
phers, and produc’d the Opinion among ’enV 
touching the Communication of this Sea ' 
With fome others, which ihe enriches with 
her own. plenty, when overftor’d her felf. 
Some have thought that the Black, Sea, being 
the neareft to it of any other Sea, makes 
this advantage to partake of her Neigh- 
bours ftore. But befides that this Opinion 
is grounded upon no (olid Reafon, it feems 
as if the Wifdom of God had plac’d be- 
tween thele two Seas, a long rigdeof High 
Mountains, for no other end, thenabfolute- 
ly ;to feparate ’em one from the other. 
But I have two Conjectures which make 
me believe, that it rather difeharges it felf 
into the Perfian Culpb , how far remote foc-

particular Qualities render very remarkable* - 
that We embark’d: it? ' Fly-boar, 

but very HI equipp’d. , But/the Seafbn whichfi 
was ’exf rrinilypropi rfdrrNavi gatton, fup*'. 
ply’d all thing; that could be wanting o~; 
therwife; we gain’d the Volga, fix days af- 
ter we fet fail from the Road of Nizzova , 
which is one of the fafeft and moft convew 
nient in all Perfia. For befides the great 
plenty of Wood in the Parts adjoyning r 
which ferves for the refitting and repairs o£ - 
fhatter’d Veflels; there is a prodigious nuntH 
ber of Towns and Villages, able to furnifh a 
numerous Fleet -with all manner of ProvK 
fion. 

After we had left the Sea, by the favour 
of a fair Eafl Windj which carry’d us about 
Sixfcore Leagues in a little time $. we found- 
our felves upon the Volga, before we knew 
where we were. For in regard this famous 
River difchaiges it felf into the Cafjnart 
Sea, through Seventy Mouths , as weare 
commonly afiiji’d, arid for that it frill pre- 
ferves the Majefty of the Current for above 
Thirty Leagues, after it has quitted the va- 
rious Shoars that, clofe it on bothfideSy it 
feems to difpute the PofTeilion of its Chan- 
nel v.’iih the Sea. So that the only Mark 
to beaifur’d that you are got into the River* 
is the frefhnefs of the Water, which he that 
firft difcovers, receives the fame Rewards, 

E .5; . » 
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as in other places the Seamen do that fit ft 
defcry Land. 

No'fooner were we got into one of the 
Mouths, but our Veflel being deep loaden, 
ftruck upon a Sapd-bank, which the Pilots 
had not the foreflght to avoid. But in re- , 
gard this Accident befel-us feveral times 
afterward during our Voyage, l rather at- 
tribute it to the Shallownefs of the River, 
which divides it felf .into too many Arms, 
to be able to carry a Veflel of an ordinary 
Burthen, then to the Seamen’s want of ex- 
perience. 

However it were, certain 1 am, that we 
fpent t wice as much time in getting up to 
AJiracan, which lies not above Twelve or 
Thirteen Leagues from the Mouth of the 
River, then it took us up to Sail from Pcr- 
fia to the Rivers Mouth. Not that we were 
thus equally perpiext, but only till we had 
got to the hr ft place, where the Mufcovitet 
have a great Filhery, which is one of the 
belTRevenues which the Czir has. There 
it was that our Veflel had Orders to flop 
for two or three days, till the Governor of 
Aftrakitn, to whem we defpatch’d a Mefferr- 
ger to give him notice of our Arrival, gave 
us leave to make forward. During that lit- 
tle time that we were oblig’d to flay, we 
had good fport in feeing the Fifherfnen catch 
Sturgeons, which is one of the greateft curio- 
fities that ever I faw in my Life ; and the 

manner of it is this. - The 
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The Mufcovites, to make their bed Ad- 
vantage of the great plenty of Fi(h which 
the Cafpian Sead tributes to all the Rivers 
that fall into it, have driven in long Piles 
of Timber, from one fide to the other, in 
one of the Channels of the Volga , which 
they thought mofi proper for their Fifhery. 
Howerever they do not (hut up all the Paf- 
fages fo dole, but that they leave one of 
each fide for the Fifh to fwim up the River, 
and for theVeffels that return from Pcrfia, 
and other places i a little above this fir A Bar- 
ricado of Piles, they drive in others all a row, 
in the form of a Triangle, into which the 
Fife is eafily carry’d by the violence of the/ 
Stream; tho when he is in/tis not only im- 
poffible for him to get out, but even to fiir 
himfelf, as well by reafon of the narrow 
compafs ofhis.Prifon,as becaufe of the huge 
bulk of his Body. In the mean time the 
Fifliermen, who keep beating the Water to 
frighten the Fi(h into the Snare, vifit their 
Entrenchments made on purpofe twice a 
day, where they never mi r s of the Prey 
which they look for ; which done , they 
thrult a great Hook through the Ears of the 
Fifh, and having drawn him up juft above 
Water, beat out his Brains with a great 
Club, to prevent his efcape, or doing any 
other Mifchief, (hould they preferve him 3- 
Uye in their Boats. 
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they prefer before all. the reft. They .Salt 
it \ery carefully , and. put it up with, great 
eare, to ferye ’em in their Ragou’s inftea4 
of Butter which is forbidden ’em during 
heat. As for the Body of the Fifti, after 
.they have cut it into Quarters, they fqpeezc 
put the Oyle , or elfe they pickle it up to 
'be tranfported into all the Provinces of the 

f mpire, or elfe into the Neighbouring 
ipgdoms, where theyhave an extraordi- 
nary vent for it. ' . 

. But the pleafure that we took i» this Hfh- 
ing fport, was very much allay’d, by the 
ioconveniencies of an Army of Gnats, that . 
jf^arm upon the Volga, a little before and 
after Sun fet.. Their Stings fo terribly tdr- 
• ymsnt both Man and Beaft,, that I am cafi- 
Jy induc’d to believe^ that of all the Plagues 
,of Egypt, the.Plague of the Flies was.the moft 
; noifome, and infuppoBtable. , ■ 

v . , T herefore to fecure rherafel ves f rom^his 
.Vexation, Travellers wrap themfelves oyer 
head and ears with a little Tent -whiejb tbfly 
carry with ’em on purpofe, fo /bon as they 
l-P.A ' begin* 
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keen tafcenforLeapers, pr people that were 
troubl'd. with a Dropfic, but.that thelnhar 
h'ltants were well acquainted with the rea- 
fon of the Wheals and Blifters that disfigur'd 
us. . . . . 

However this Martyrdom was at an end 
after four days for the Governor of Aftr<i~ 
fan having fent his Lieutenant to the Veffel 
to do it the more honour, as belonging to 
the Grand Duke, the Paffengers had leave 
, to quit the Ship, and put our felves into a 
Shallop, or kind of Gondolas the.lightnefs 
of which, and the dexterity of the Rowers 
was fuch, that we quiekly got fight of Ar 
jirafan. 

Ajirafan , which tfce moil eXa& Ge* 
-ographers place, in the forty eighth 
degree of Northern Latitude } is a 
City feat ed in one of thetflands of Volga 
about thirteen Leagues from the mouth of 
jthe River, whatever Struys hys, who will 
have it to be fifty Leagues remote from the 
Rivers mouth. It is encompafs’d with a 
double Wall, without any other Fortificar 
tion, only fomefew-Tow’rs, half Mufquet 
(hot one from another. The. great. Guns 
are^ very , fair i ones,, and the Garifouis very 
• , . - , . ' nume- 
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numerous. Now in regard the ground up- 
on Which that City {lands is very gravelly 
and low* the Summer heats are not to be 
endured in that place 5 infomuch that the . 
people are oblig'd to bathe feveral times a 
day. In the parts about it the Soil bears 
all forts of Fruits, and in great abundance; 
nor does their ddicioufnefegive way to their 
plenty. More efpecially their Melons are re- 
markable for their moil exquifite taftej 
and it is as rare a thing to meet with a bad 
or a wallowifh Melon there, as ft is unufoal 
to find 'a good one in France Thofe which, 
are call’d Karpous, or Water-Melons, tho 
common enough, are moft fought after. 
-The Rind is of a lively green colour, but 
the Pulp of a beautiful Rofe-colour, 
and full of juice, which cools as much a& 
it quenches drowth, and of which you may 
eat your All without any fear of forfeiting. 
They have alfo a foit of Grape, of which 
they -make Wine, but fower, and no way 
pleafing to the ta fie: All this while no pri- 
vate perfon dares touch a Grape, or any o- 
ther Fruit, until the Governor of Aflrakan 
has made choice of the beft of every thing 
for the Czar's Table. 

• Befides the Inhabitants of this City, wha . 
for the greateft par flare Mufcovius , leveral 
Mother Natiohs are intermix'd among ’em, 
drawrirhither by the conveniency ofTride, 
and the fweetnefe of the Climate. The 

Arnte- 
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Armenians poflefs one of the Suburbs entire- 
ly to themfelves, and the Nogais Tartars ano- 
ther, which altogether refembles a City, be- 
ing fortifi’d with a Wooden-Rampart, and 
having a Governour who commands there, 
under the Orders of the Chief Governor of 
,Aflrdk#n. Within that Enclofure (lands a 
Mofquee ; but the Houfes are for the grea- 
teft part made of Bulrulhes, of which there 
may be about two thoufand. Now in regard 
k is the Mufcovites intereft to ufe ’em kind- 
ly, by reafon of the good Service they do 
’em in their Wars, therefore they treat 'em 
rather as their Confederates, then their VaG- 
fels. To which purpofe they are allow’d 
to- (bare with ’em in the convenience of the 
Market, that in the Morning is kept in their 
Quarterj which is call’d and with the 
Mufcovites in the Evening in the great Mar- 
ket place, in the middle of Aflrak,an. Much 
more when they (land in need of Arms and 
Artillery' to defend themlelves againft any 
Enemiy that comes to alfault ’em, they fur- 
ni(h ’em, and affift ’em likewife to repel the 
Aifailants. 

It is not many years fmce th zCalmuc Tar- 
tars put ’em to a great deal of trouble r and 
that they came duly every Winter, by the 
Favour of the Ice, to aflault even in their 
very Trenches. But fince thofe TartarstX.- 
perienc’d the fury 'of Fire-Arms, which they 
know not as yet how to handle, they have 

not 
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ft 'quiet. But tho the Hoftilities between 
the Nogty and Galmuc Tartars Ate abfolutety 
at an end, the latter, which are a waodring. 
fort of jpeople, forbear not {till to adventure . 
every Winter into thofe vaft Plains be» 
tween 4/bvil^wi and the Cafpian-Sea $ where 
hy reafon thofe Champian Gountrys are not 
fomuch cover’d with Snow, becaufe they 
|fc more to the South , and nearer the Sea, 
ftey meet with Food for their Cattel j the 
prefervation of which, as being all their 
Spbftance and Riches, engages ’em to make 
thofe Inroads. 

Which Annual Vifits of above a hun- 
der’d thoufand men at a time, though they 
Be no way pleafuig to the M*/cowtex, how- 
ever they are forc’d to fuffer ’em, and not 
only fo, but to humble themfeives to that 
'degree, as to make ’em Prefents duely eve- 
ry year, to hinder their Incurfions, which 
they have reafon always to be -afraid of, 
from fuch as arc not reilrain’d by the Law,s 
of Orderly Government, and Civil Society. 
And thefe Prefents thus continu’d out of 
year, being at length look’d upon by the' 

, Tartars as ait indUpephhle Obligation, , affi 
-"' l ' iJ ' '■ demanded 
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drive a Trade with ’em, either becaufe of 
the great quantity of Furs which they 
bring, or the vaft number of Horfes which 
they fell ; both profitable Merchandizes to 
thcpeople of the Country. 

But they who without all queftiota con- 
tribute moftto the flourifbing condition of 
this City, are the Indian/, or Banians, Idola- 
ters as well as the Calmucs , whofe Daugh- ' 
ters they marry, becauic - they cannot ally , 
themfelves neither with Cbrifitans , nor with 
the Mahometans of the Countrv $ thefe Peo- 
ple being very induftrious, and hpldi igcor- 
refpondence in almoft all the Ports of the 
Cafpian-Sea , there are few forts of Merchan- 
dize that do not. pafs through their hands. 
So that they have like wife their Quarter In 
one of the Suburbs of the City by them- 
felves, where they enjoy the cxercife of their 
falfe Religion with all manner of free- 
dom. 

They hold the Tranfmigra- 

The Error: of tion of Souls, which will not 
the Banians. fufffcr ’em to feed Upon any 
thing that has life, whether ' 
Filh, Flefli, or Foul y and they have fuch 
a refpedl for Cows, that if they know of a- 
ny one that is to be kill’d for fupply of the 
Market , they will purchafe it at a dear 
rate, and redeem it from the Slaughter* 
Houfe. 
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Every Family breeds up one with the 
fame indulgence as they do their Children \ 
no Creature can be more induifrioufly 
comb’d, more carefully fed, more cleanly 
lodg’d, nor better look’d after when they 
are tick. 

Another piece of Superftition they have, 
never to eat but in private \ and before 
they touch the Victuals that is fet before 
’em, they throw fomefmall part of it fepa- 
rately into the Fire, the Air, the Water, 
and upon the Earth, as an acknowledgment 
of fome Divinity conceal’d in every one of 
thofe Elements. 

Whatever the reafon of it is, we could 
never get from *em the lieaft knowledge of 
any of their Myfteries. We have endea- 
vour’d feveral times to engage a Brackjnan 
that travell'd with us out of Perfia into ’tar- 
tary , but he put us off Hill till we came to A- 
ftrdyn., where he told us he (hould find his 
Books 3 without the help of which, he 
ingehioufly confefs’d, he could not anfwer 
us. 

Thefe are the moil confiderable Nations 
which conveniency of Trade has brought 
to fettle themfelves in Aftrakpn , the firft 
City of Tartary, where we arriv’d the 20 tb 
of June , two Months after our departure 
from Irivan, We lodg’d in the Forreigner’s 
Caravan- fera, where we met with fome or 
other of all Natrons in the World , among 

whom 
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-' As for the diftance (added he farther jj 
I cannot exa&ly tell ye how far it is be* 
tween Bofyra and Feign, not the number of 
Towns or Villages through which peojple 
ufually pals j I can only allure ye, that we 
got in two months to the Borders of China}] 
whether you take the South- Eafl Road 
through the Cities of Samarkand, Kaboal, 
Kaehmir , and Barantola , or go diredfcly 
Eafi, through the middle of the Mogult , 
who though Idolaters , are fubjedt to. the 
King of the Tousbe c*s that are Mahomed 
tans . ' 

The firft City of China which you meet 
with in taking the firft Road, is call’d Soe- 
zj, where is the heft Rubarb in the world. . 
From Sotzi you muft travel a month before 
you can reach Pekin, but if you take the fe-. 
fond Road, the firft City you meet with in 
China is call’d Kokjitan, built by the Chinefet 
dfi this fide the great Wall, and firongly 

fortified' 
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fortifi’d to ftop the incurfions of the Cal- 
mites j and thence you have but fifteen days 
journey to Pekin. 

But to whichfoever of thefe two Cities 
you happen to come, you will be oblig’d 
to flay fome time to manage your Buiinefs 
■with the Governor, fo as to be permitted 
to pafs any farther, or otherwife you will 
hardly get leave to. enter the Kingdom. But 
iince the Emperor of China has fetopen his 
Sea* Ports, there is not fo much difficulty 
to get admittance. But they who are defi- 
rous to take more fecure meafures, apply 
thetnfelves to fome Taifo, or Prince of thofe 
Tartars that lie in' the Road, and requeft 
him to fend an Embaffador to Pe%, under 
fome pretence or other j which he prefent- 
ly will do upon the allurement of fome little 
Prefent : And under the prote&ion of this 
Deputy it is, that the Merchants, who pre? 
tend to be all of his Train, enter freely into 
China, and trade with all the lecurity ima- 
ginable. # 

This was that which we learnt from this 
fame Tartar , upon whofe Relation we had 
the more reafon to rely, becaufe it perfectly 
agreed with all the Relations which were 
afterwards communicated to u$~ both, ■at 
Aftrakgn and Mofco. A certain Monk of 
good repute among the Mufcovites , with 
whom we got acquainted at Aftrakan , 
fome days after our arrival, uvderftand- 
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ingour defigtvto travel into r tartary^(hevi'd 
us a very curious Journal written by t{urge 
Merchants, who had traveled from Ajfzqr 
kpn to Pekin, keeping the Road from Bocara 
to Samarkand *, in all which Journey they 
had not fpent above a hundred and eleven 
days ; and the Cities there mention’d were 
exa&ly the fame which I have already 
nam’d. So that if. we giye but never fo 
little credit fo the Sentiments of all petfons 
thatlhaveconfulted, and whocouldgetno 
advantage by cheat ing me, we mull ofne- 
ceffity acknowledge tpat we have been a 
long time in an Error, as to the certain di? 
fiance fronyhence to China. 

And this is that of which the Jefuits have 
warn’d us within'this little while to have a 
care ofc One among the ted, a Learned 
Perfon, and well verg’d in Aftronomical 
Obfervatfons, perceiving by the favodr of 
JupitePs Sateiitef, that all the AncientOeo- 
graphers plac’d China more^ to the Ea(i. by 
about fix hundred Leagues then really it is; 
in regard, that counting the firffc Meridian 
from the Ifland of Fez, they have plac’d 
Pekin in the hundred and fixty fifth degree 
.of Longitude, whereas it Qughjtto be only 
in the hunder’d thirty fecond.. 

According to this Calculation which is 
fomewhat f orre&ed in the GteziPlanifpbeare 
in the Obfernatory of France , it is eafy to de- 
termine within a few Leagues at lead, the

'* Now in regard that every 

the difiauce Degree of . the Equator 1 of the 

Pekb 111 r,m Earth .'confifts of twenty j 
Leagues, and every League 
of thr$e thoufand Geometrical Paces j It 
follows, that every Degree of the fortl’th 
Parallel, containing no more then fifteen 
Leagues, and nine hundred fifty nine Ge- 
ometrical, the diftance from Bocara to Pel^ut 
in a ftrait line could be no more then about 
fixhunder’d and thirteen' Leagues , and to 
Kokntan the Hr ft City of the Cbinefes , four j 
hunder’d fixty three only, 

- This being fo, as it is eafy for every one 
to be convinc’d of it, there is no queftion 
but that the way by Land to China is much 
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more fafe and fliort then to go by Sea, let 
the Wind ferve never fo fair. 

I mult confefs that things fpeculatively 
cohiider’d, appear always more eafy then 
they prove to be in pra&ice, becaufe we 
cannot certainly forefee all the Accidents we 
may meet with in long Journeys ; nor do 
I pretend to warrant the perforr that un- 
dertakes ’em from all Events. But as I 
have tra veil’d long enough in the Eali to 
know what fuccefs a man may have * 1 dare 
aflure him after i long experience, that it ap- 
pear’d to me more ealie in the pra&ical par t 
then it appears perhaps to others in the (pe- 
culative. 

For not to fpeak of thofe who have for- 
merly attempted "very near the fame thing 
with fuccefs, as Paul the Venetian , Benedict 
Goez the Jefuit, and feme others who hap- 
pily arriv’d in China, by a way that was 
but .very ljttle known at that time, and then 
tocometoadifplay that makes our way more 
plain, by that little knowledge we have of 
the. Eafiern Countries, which are the near- 
eft to us, there is no difpute of the eafinels 
to go from France to Bocora, or Samarkand j 
from whence it is apparent by what 1 have 
(aid , that there remains no more then a 
fourth part of the way to reach Pekin. 

The Voyage from Marfelles to Gonfta'ntino - 
pie is dfually made in a Monthjfrom Confian - 
'e to Teflis, and by the Black-Sea, is 
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bdtcigltfrbr ten days fail at tnoft, from 
^benee to Erztnmt is but feven or eight 
more ;, from Erzurum to bivan the mod 
heavy .laden and encumber’d Caravans get . 
in their Journeys end in twelve or thirteen : 
(From* thence ito Tamil, the Ancient Ecbata- 
na of the Mtdtf , much about the fame time. 
From this City, which is the'fccond of Per* 
fia for fpacioufnefs and beauty,' and which 
is the refort and thbroughfair for all Nati- 
oas that traffidt almoft over all the Eaft, 
ehereare two different ways to reach the

- If. there be ariy difficulty in the remain* 
der-ef the Journey, of Which the diftance 
between the places deprives us of, ’tis to be 
believ’d that theProvidence of God, upon 
which, ail rMiffionatks ought foidy to de- 
pend, will be no lefs favourable to them 
'then to others, who perhaps had net thofe 
elevated Motives which are ufually the en- 
couragements of Miffionaries. Moreover, 
though; there were as many Dangers to run 
through, a sCbrifopber Columbia had former-

Miniver of the Gofpel fear to expofe himfelf 
for the glory, of a God, who repays with

I owe this Jufiice to the deceased F. Bar- 
naby my. Companion, that never man pe^ 
haps- was more fenfible of this noble Mo- 
tive then he was ; for this reafon it was, 
that when we underfiood after fo authen- 
tick a manner, that there was an open paf- 
fage. from Aftrakgn to China , we had no o- 
ther thoughts between us, bt of joining 
F a with 
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"with a numerous Caravan of Mufcovitu 
that wa3 then, preparing to fet forward for 
Samarkand. But -the noife of the War be- 
tween the Calmoucs and the Tousbecs being 
fpread abroad, when every body wasrprovi- 
• dingfo 'zealoufly for this Journey, which 
-'Is ufually perform’d in forty days, we found 
cur Pelves to our great forrow difappointed 
juft at the Very intrant that our hopes were 
elevated with the flattering probabilities of 
fpeedy fuccefs. 

" But as dilconfolate as we. were, we re- 
lum’d freflt courage fome few days after, 
upon certain aflurances of our Frieuds, 
who had receiv’d advice from M /i(W,thata 
numerous Caravan of Cbi.iefe, Merchants 
waslately arriv’d there, that would be rea- 
*djl to return again into their own Country 
_ By the end of Winter. 

■ -’This hews being confirm’d to us by feve- 
ral perlonr, we thought it our fureftcourf^, 
’without lofing time, to take a journey to 
‘Mifcow, in. purfumce of our firft defigns. 
’To which pur'pdfe, wanting nothing but a 
Pals from the Governor, we apply'd our 
Tefves to the Armenians that came along wiih 
ds cutof to follicit him in onr behalf} 
‘ihtegard the Vayvode was bound to have 
¥ rclpeft for ’em, well knowing the inte- 
reft.of the Court, which was to carefs the

Jieving that if we could get into the Vay- 
Vod’s favour, by that means we might ob- 
tain whatever we defir’d. 

The Governor, who was extreamly care- 
ful of his health, thus prepoffefs’d of the- 
Abilities of my Companion, of whom the 
/ Irmtnianr had reported what Grange Ef- 
feds of his Skill feveral Pacha s in Turley 
and Perjiiin Lords had experienc’d, cqncei- 
ted himfelf prefently that he was fick, .and' 
to find a remedy for his Diftemper, fent one 
of'his Officers to defire us that we would- 
give him a Vifit. Now a MefTage of this 
nature was theleaft thing that we dreanxjd. 
of, and it put us into much the greater • 
fear,‘ becaufe we had been inforrp’d before 
we left Perfia , that fuch fort of Entervievys 
might prove very dangerous to us, for the 
Reafon which I am going to tell ye. .

All that were preient, equally furpra’d

The reft miftruft- 
ingthek inability to guard ’emfelves from 
thefanie misfortune, fled out of the Cham* 
ber, and cry’d out Mitrtber. Upon which 
the whole Quarter was in an Uproar, un- 
derftanding from thofe Perfons that were 
all in diftmy, the Maffacre that had been 
'committed. The reft erf the City alfo be. 
ing inform'd of it, throng’d together over- 
•gainft the AparWaent where the Murtherer 
, flood his grounds They endeavour’d alfo 
toigot up to him, furxound, and apprehend 
hint) 'but he,, in a furious Poflure with his 
’ Dagger: in his hand, fo fear’d the Officers of 
Juftice , that there was .net one among 
'em that durft adventure to lay hold of him. 
i. However, they found a way to force a 
/ window', through which forat Soldiers en- 
tered. into the -Chamber where the poor 

Woun- 
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Wounded Creatures lay, ready to expire 
for want Afliftance. Upon which, the utr 
daunted Indian, underhand ing by the nolle 
which they made in barrocading up the 
doors which they had fefe’d, that thefe was 
no' way for him to efcape ; advanc’d tb the i 
threlhold of the door that Open’d into ftff 
Apartment, and putting himfelf into a 
Poftare to hold out the Siege as long as lid 
could j underftood by the reproaches of his’ 
own Friends, that he had not been fo lucky 
in his Revenge as he thought, fince there 
was fome hopes of life in the two VidtimS 
of his Refentment. Thereupon mdre 
mad that he fail’d in his Attempt, therf 
anxious for the rigorous punilhment’ that 
attended him, he did that, which! fhpuld 
hardly have believ’d, had I not been a wit- 
nefsof itmyfelf. 

No fooner did he hear that death had lb 
longfpar’d theperfons,whom he thought his . 
Bloody hands had a(Turedlyfecur<l;but all in 
tranfport and foaming with Rage, he laid 
bare his breaft before all the Multitude, and 
clapping to it the point of the reaking • 
Dagger, ‘ Since I have had fuch ill fucceis, | 

cry’d he, as loud as he could baul, ‘ in re- I 

‘ venging the Affront which 1 have former- I 
‘ly receiv’d , and loft the faireft opportu- 
nity of doing it, that ever I could hope 

* for - , ’tis but juft, that I (hould punilh my 

* folf without being beholding to the Con- 

demn*- 
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‘ demnations of Juftice. Then thrufting the 
‘ Dagger into the lower part of his Belly, 
‘Behold, faidhe, thecourfelought tohav,e 
‘taken, to have render’d my Enemy hope- 
* left of furviving me. 

Yet, notwitdanding this defperate blow 
was fuch as in all probability (hould in an 
Lnftant have depriv’d him both of Strength 
and Life 5 yet had it not that fpeedy : 
Efledfr, but he liv’d above two hours af- 
ter. And that which appear’d more extraor- 
dinary, as well to me, *s to many other 
danders- by, was this, that we could obferve 
no more then fome few drops of Blood diftil 
form a wide gaping wound — from whence 
one would have thought whole Rivers 
(hould have fpouted. ' ; 

Fain would we have tri’d whether we 
could have prevail’d with him to take the 
advantage of the delay’d minutes of his' 
gafping Life^and all ways were us’d to force' 
him to furrender his Arms* and fome of 
the Soldiers prefented their; Muskets to his 
Bread, threatning to Fire if he did not* 
yield y to whom, with an untamable fury. 
‘Think ye, faid he, poor fpirited fellows ,t 
‘ that 1 , who have had the Courage to af* 
‘front Death, as 1 have done, can be afraid* 

‘of your Weapons! Shoot if ybu dare.- 

‘ Behold me provided to receive your deadly 
‘ ilrokes. I have already prepar’d a free' 
‘Ad million- for* your. Musket- Bulle ts, and* 

‘this 
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* this is my comfort, that I know, they will 
t but only finifh the Work which I have be- 
gun my (elf. 

This daring Language ailonifh’d the Go- 
vernour’s Officers to that degree, that with- 
out making any further trials, they refolv’d 
to flay till that fame Fire of a raging Paffi- 
en, which flill fupported the furious Mad- 
man in his anguifh , was a little abated j 
nor was it long before they law the effe& 
of a calmer Temper, that in a fhort time 
fettl’d the Storms of his Heart, whith fi> 
many violent Agitations had been turmoil- 
ing for fotne hours together. He perceiv’d 
fiis Strength decay by degrees, and finding 
birafclf as it tmc quite exhausted, his Rea- 
fon return’d to him in a very little time. 
And then it was, that being perfe&ly come 
to hhnfclf, be defil’d a Coach, that he 
might be carry’d to the Governour, to aa- 
fwer for the double murder which be h^d 
committed. 

The Coach beingj brought, he went into 
it, after he haa thrown away his Dagger, 
which with a languifhing Voice he re- 
proach’d for the ill Service it haa done 
his Mailer. Prefently we clos’d with him, in 
hopes to have infus’d into him thoughts of 
Piety, and to have made him fenfible of the 
Goodnefs of God, from whom it was not 
too late to hope for Mercy, even at the lad 
minutes of a departing Life. But how rare 

a 
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a thing is it, fora Man that has negleXed 
his Salvation when he was in vigorous 
Health, to become fenfible of* it in his Ex- - 
tremity ! For we could work no good up- 
on this unfortunate' Wretch , whom grief 
and wahe of Vital Spirits foon after quite 
difabPd from making any ferious Reflexi- 
ons upon his defperate Condion j fo that 
■ we faw him to our unexpreffible Sorrow, 
expire within 4 moment after had left the 
Inn. - 

About a day or two after this difmal Ac- 
cident, we embark’d upon the V olga for Mofi- 
, hgm , where we thought by joyning the 
| Cbhufe Caravan, to have made amends for 
i ail the Troubles we had undergone during 
; the four Months that we were con&rain’d to 
ftayat/4 'firakpn. 

The beginning of our Voyage was fuc- 
cefeful anough 5 and if the Wind, as it was 
at Etfjf, had continu’d favourable to us, we 
had avoided many hardfhips that over- 
• whelm'd us in the progrefs of our Journey. 
But the Wind failing us a little above lfebof 
nia, which is the firft Town you come at, 
after fixty Leagues failing up the River 
from Ajlrakan , we were conftrain’d to put 
the Seamen aihore to tow theVeffel, in 
ftgard we were depriv’d of the ufe of our 
Sails. 

Now, in regard I had all along refolv’d. 
with my felf not to fay any thing in thefe 
' fheets. 
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fheets., wh|ch might be found in Authors 
who have already given a dear Defcriptioh 
of the Countries where I travelled after ’em, 
l (hall pafs over in filerice whatever I 
might have obferv’d concerning the Courfe 
of the Volga, of which Otearius has made" fo 
ample and fo faithful afl. elation in the Jour, 
nal of his Voyages and Travels, and to him 
refer the more curious that defire to be in- 
ftrudied more fuHy-of the particulars of this 
famous River. 

After we had’pafs’d the little City above- 
mention’d, we began to feel in good earn- 
ed the approach of Winter, and the diffe- 
rence of. the Climate, of which the Artick 
Pole , toward which we were infenfibly 
advancing, made us fenfible in fpite of our 
Teeth. And in regard we had not fo well 
fortifi’d' Our fcives, as we ought fo have 
done before r our departure from Aftrafyn 
again ft the- Gold, of which we thought we 
fhould have had no occafion to be afraid ; 
that bitter Extremity which we endur’d 
upon the Deck of the VefTel, where we 
were oblig’d'trt remain Day and Night, be- 
nutnm’d tny Companion and my felf to 
that degree, that we thought we fhould 
have been frozen to Death. For my own 
part,, my feet were become fo ftiflF and im- 
moveable, that t had no ufe of ’em for 
*h’ree Weeks together" •, and befides , I fell 
*oto an Ague-ac. the fame time , which re*’ 

' duc’d 
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due’d me fo that Condition, that I thought 
verliy I mud have laid my bones in the 
Volga . 

All this while our VeiTel flowly advanc’d 
and we approach’d Hill nearer and nearer* 
our wilh’d-for Haven $ but we found our 
(elves retarded by to many unlucky Acci- 
dents that fell cut, one upon the neck of 
another, that we foon found, there was no- 
thing el fe for us to rely upon, but only Di- 
vine Providence, which alone was able to 
(top the courfe of our Miferies. 

The molt dreadful of all was that wh 'ch 
befel us about four or -five days Sail from 
Czaritfa , which is the Second City, next 
to Ajlrakpn , which the Mufcovites have up- 
on the V )lga. The Cook- 
room, which was in the mid-

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gration, before there was any 
pcllibility of mattering the .Flame , that 
notwithflanding all the care and diligence 
that was us’d in fuch a threatning Extremi- 
ty , there was no means that could avail 
to quench it. Notwithstanding we were 
iurrounded with Water, and that the Sea- 
men us’d all their utmofi Efforts, the Fire 
gain’d firength, and faften’d fo hbiiinately 
upon the Unduous Materials that fed the 
ury of it , that every body began to think 
u high time to (hift for themfelves, and had 

the 
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the good luck by the favour of the Long- 
boat that attended the Veffel to gain the 
Shore with their Perfons , while the Bark 
and Goods became a Prey to the matter 
that had a long time fed the Flames. , 

But this danger being thus 
Bt danger over, was but the beginning 
of another, greater then that 
Calm0 ' we had efcap’d. Fork is ufual 
for feveral Horde/ of Tartars 
different from thofe that Winter about Af- 
trak*n, to infcft the Banks of the Volga, at 
the fame Seafon of the year that we were 
driven to thefe Extremities ; befides, that 
it Was to be fear’d, left the Flame of the 
btfrning Veflel, which might be defcry’d a 
great way off, had given ’em notice of the 
Misfortune which had befall’n us y a fuff?- 
oicnt Invitation fot them, either to come 
and iob us, or carry us away for Slaves, 
which we had raoft reafoa to be afraid

The only way we had $ was to lye clofc 
among the Thickets and Under-woods 
that lay round about us, till fome of the 
Seamen that Were font to* Czaritfa in. the 
Long-boat , could bring tri ProvifioM to 
fupply the want of what we had toft, and 
get us fitch other Succour as we flood in 
need of;

But notwkhftanding the 
extraordinary Extremities we •* n 2! m 
endur’d, we (bon found that u eW n" rt " 
Hie ProtedHon of Providence 
is above all things. For after we had lam 
for fome tilde hid in thefe Wild Deferts, 
only fit for the lurking holes of Savage- 
Beads, we perceiv’d at adiftance a Veflel 
that was failing up the Volga. We were in 
hopes that God had fent it on pnrpole to 
make us amends for that which the Fire 
had depriv’d us of. Prcfently my Compa- 
• nion, for I was hardly able to dir, together 
with fome of the Seamen that fiaid with 
us , ran to the fide of the River, to haile 
the Veflel that Was making up the River $ 
upon which the Commander fent away his 
Skift immediately to know what was the 
matter ; and luckily for us, we underflood, 
that he belong’d to a Mufcovite Colloncl, 
with whom we were acquainted at Afirak^n, 
and whom we had recover'd from a dange- 
rous Sicknefs which had conflrairi’d him to 
call us to his Afliflance. Immediately Fa- 
ther Barnaby went to wait upon him, and 
after he had given him a brief Account of 
the Misfortunes that had befall’n us, readi- 
ly obtain’d two Places for us in his Veflel, 
which we were in hopes would carry us to 
S or at of, with better fuccefs then the Veflel 
we had loft. 


With 
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With great delight we enjoy’d the fruit 
of this lucky Accident , and we tailed with 
fo much the more pleafure , the comforts 
of our good fortune, tho the cold Weather 
augmented every day , by reafon that the 
dangers we had fo lately efcap’d were dill 
hovering before .our Eyes, when a Temped, 
more terrible then the former, defpoil’d us 
of ’em of a hidden. 

4 Hardly had we fail’d two days jfogether, 
wht.: d North Wind, no let's tharpe and cut- 
ting, then violent and boidrous arofe, and 
in a little time -hop’d the £ourfe of the 
Volga, _ by freezing up the River, which 
daid us above Forty Leagues off from the 
place whither we were bound, and expos’d 
us to the fame perils which we had fo lately 
efcap’d. • . 

This new trial of our Patience, wherein 
it pleas’d God to engage us, , was incom- 
parably mete fevcre then, the former. For 
the Seafon ceuld not .he .more inepnye- 
nient , upr the Col^ be more intollerable ■, 
befides, that we were environ’d on every 
fide by feveral Hordes ai. Tartars , and di- 
ftant above five or fix days Journey from 
anyyCity. Our f’ro TAfions w ere confum’d by 
theF/re* and mg^gwe mat held me every 
day. 1 8 hours,, h^d reduc’d me to a very low. 
Condition, of Body for want of good look- 
ing after-, we had noHorfes to continue our 
Journey by Land, nor was 1 able to travel 
a foot. ‘ / Under 
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Under the burthen of thefe Extremities, 
after we had betaken our felves to Heaven 
.for Directions what courfe to take in thefe 
Conjunctures equally dangerous, and full of 
trouble and perplexity ; Father Barnaby , who 
had a Courage proof againlt the greateft 
Difficulties, refolv’d to go with fome Ser- 
vants that were fent to Saratof, to hire as 
many Sleds as were iieceffary,and to leave me 
with the Collonel, and the Seamen that were 
to defend the Collonel againft the AiTaults 
of the 'Tartars^ He took along with him a 
little Bread bak’d in the Sun,and after he had 
traveled fix whole days together thorough 
ways no. lefs difficult then full of danger, 
he<got quite tir’d and fpent to the City whi- 
' ther we were bound. 

But notwithlianding all his care and di- 
ligence to procure us Carriage, it was above 
twenty days after the departure of out Ex- 
prefs, before they arriv’d to our Relief. For 
the Ice not being yet hard and thick enough 
to bear the Sleds, there was no body that 
durft venture to let forward, tho you offer’d 
’em never fo much Money ; fo that we were 
at length reduc’d to want of Bread, not- 
withftanding we had been very thrifty of 
it; fo that at length we were forc’d to live 
upon a little Bran , and wild Apples, that 
the. Men went and gather’d in the Forelts 
adjoyning.

This was the only troubjefom Accident 
we met with in all the five laft days of our 
Journey ,fo much the longer by reafon of the 
inequality of the Ice , . which very much 
weary’d our Hoifes, as.aKo for that-ihany 
times the Ice broke under ’em. But becaufe 
the Mufcovites , who are accuftom’d to fuch 
Accidents, knew how to remedy thofe In- 
conveniences; we arriv’d fafe at Samt(f y 
without any lofs by <he way. 

Now , in regard my Companion had 
wrote me word how kindly the Suptrinten- 
dant of the Chief Mona fiery of the Monks 
of St. Bafil in that City, had entertain’d 
him, and the earnefinefs which that good 
I Mufcwite had (hew’d to (end me all manner 
of Refreihments , I went immediately to 
find him out, as being the place of meeting 
appointed me in his Letter. 

We fiaid eight whole days with this Cha- 
ritable Bafilian to refrefii our fclves, who 
belides that he let ns have the mod com- 
modious Apartment in his Mona fiery, pro- 
cur’d us alto all other- Conveniences that 
he could think of. Nor. did he limit his 
cares to the time that he detain’d us with 
him ; he extended his Civilities alfo to fa* 
cilitate our paflage to Mofcow, and tofeek 
out- for us fure and faithful Guides to con- 
dud usfull out three hundred Leagues that 
remain’d for usfiill to travel before we could 
arrive at that great City.

We were very much concern’d one day, 
'that we pafs’d through a Borough belong- 
ing to thofe Infidels call’d Mordevatet, for 
•’the Kttle cate the Mufcovitet takej whither 
PrleftS Or Monks, of the falvationof thofe 
■ Wretched Idolaters who are fetid in great 
numbers in the very Center, of Mufcovy, and 
whom it would be an eafy thinglo bring 
over to the knowledge of the true God.- 

We 
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We came thither the Evening before the 
Feftival of St. Nicholas, which the' MOfcmttt 
folemnize ten days after us, with as much 
zealous obfervation as either Chriftmas or Ea- 
ftcr. Now in regard all the people of the 
Houfe which was appointed for us to lodge 
in, feem’d to us to be in a manner out of 
« their Wits, it was eafy for us to judge, that 
the condition they were in, was the effedi 
of the Liquor which they had drank a little 
too much to excels : So that when we faw 
’em come to themfelves, we could not' for- 
bear to rebuke ’em fqr their intemperance. 
But they believing they had a priviledge to 
abandon themfelves as they did to that 111 
Cuftom for which we blam’d ’em, told us, 
they knew us to be Strangers, and there- 
fore did not confider perhaps that they had 
been keeping the Feftival of the great Pro- 
testor of Mnfcwy $ to whom they never 
found that the Mtfccvitet pay’d ever any o- 
tner Worlhip, then that which we feem’d 
to difappiove, tho it appear’d that we were 
Chriftians as well as they. 

How much it, were to be wilh’d that that 
blind Nation had as much docility tofuffer 
themfelves to be convinc'd of the truth of- 
the Gofpel, a% they have a' pronenefs to 
conform themfelves to the corrupt Manners 
of Scbifinatickj ; and how commendable it 
would be in the latter, if they were as zea- 
lous to make known to thofe Infidels the 
G ^5 Gran- 
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Grandeur of the true God, as they are to 
infufe into ’em, under the pretence of Reli- 
gion, their impious and icandalous Max- 
ims. But the Mufcavites look upon Religi- 
on to be no other then as a means to (hoare 
up their Politique Government", as they 
have always.done, and would never permit 
their Politicks to give way to the Lnterefts -■ 
of Religion. 

. We ftitter’d our felves that we fliould 
meet at Moskarv with all encouragement 
and fupport, and w t were fo fully perfwa- 
ded that the Ghriftian Religion which is 
there profefs'd, would level all the Difficul- 
ties which had till- then oppos’d'Oar Dfefigns, 
that we thought our felves beholding to all 
the dangers we had undergone, lor bringing 
us among a people by whom we thought 
' w$ (hould be Toon a (lifted in the fervice of 
that- Gcd, whofc fecred word we were go- 
ing to preach to the Barbarians, 

pull of thefe thoughts we 
oar arrival# came to the Capital City of. 
Mufcovy. Mufcovy , the fpacious large- 

ijefs, and extraordinary mag- • 
nificence of which, when you behold it ata 
difiance, is one of the moft beautiful fights 
that ever I beheld in my life. Prefently we 
repair'd to the Jefuit’s Houfe, which the 
Czar had fctl’d about a year or two before, 
in confident ion of the German Officers, who

How unwilling Clever, we , were ^ 7 3p-

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who was a Perfon of great ability and ap- 
prehenfion, inftead of taking any exception, 
feem’d extreamly well pleas’d to fee us in 
that condition. For when he underftood 
the reafon that oblig’d us to difguife our 
felves, and thedefign we had to travel into 
China ; he tcftifi’d a great kindnefs for us, 
and affur’d us of all the Service that could 
be expedfed from him. 

However, not to excufc us 
^Strangm »- f rom obferving all the For- 

« a “riwws ma ^ t * cs f rom w bicb ro Stran- 
SJL mtioT ger, whatever he be, is ex- 
at Mufcovy. empted, unljfs he bear fome 
publick Character, he order'd 
us forthwith to repair to the Chancery, 
there to pafs the ufual Examination, and 
pun&ually to anfwer the Officers of the 
Chamber, whofe bufinefs it is to take in 
Writing the Depofitions. of all new-com- 
ers. ■ • 

Therefore as near as it was to Night, 
and as much need as we had of reft, it be- 
hov’d us to obey the Prime Miniflef’s Or- 
ders. And no fooner were we enter’d the 
enclofure of the Court of Juftice where 
our examination was to be taken, but we 
found our felves furrounded by three or. 
four Regifters, who after they had caus’d 
us to fit down after the fame manner as if 
' we had been really criminal, tir’d us to 
that degree with fo many ridiculous Quefii- 

ons, 
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on?, and fo extravagantly from the purpofe 
for four hours together, that we were a- 
fraid left they would have convi&ed us of 
fome Crime, of which however we knew 
not our felves to be guilty. However it 
were, after they had fill’d feveral fides of 
Paper with the Anfwers which they ex- 
torted from us, they gave us leave to re- 
tire about Eleven a Clock at Night to the 
Father’s Houfe, who were more troubl’d 
for us then we were for our felves $ being 
aflur’d by the Teftimony of our own Con. 
fciences, that we had no other Defign upon 
• Mufcavy , then to open our felves a way to 
, get as foon as we could into China. 

Which being the only reafon of our go- 
j ing to Mofcm , the next day we went to 
feek out our Chtnefe Merchants, to be inftru- 
died by them in the different Roads which 
led to that great Empire $ how long time 
it would take-us up ', of the nature of the 
people that lay in our way > and with wbat 
fafety we might travel over all that vaft ex- 
tent of Country i and in a word, to be in- 
form’d of every thing that would forward 
or obftrudi our Defigns. 

• 

But thofe pretended Cbinefes which we 
had much ado to difcover in that great Ci- 
ty, where there are no lefs then fix or (even 
hunder’d thoufand Inhabitants, were of 
thofe fort of Tartar t that poffefs the moft 

Eajiern 
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Eaftern part of that fpa- 

Tke Ctimtiy cious Country, .which is 
if itay. call’d Kitay, which was al* 

■ ways thought till now, to have been a 
particular Kingdom , and whieh borders 
upon China to the North-weft. 

But in regard the Mufcovites have made 
CQnOderable Difcoveries on that fide,and for 
that they have built 'feveral Cities for the 
feviuityof the Collonies which they fend 
thither from time to time ; they have alfo 
drawn feveral of thole wandring people to 
the fame Cities, where after once they 
came to be fix’d, they began by degrees to 
have a fenfe of the Benefits and Advantages 
ofTrade. 

The Merchants that we went to difeourfe 
with were of this fortofTraders y and in 
regard the Mufcovites call all that Country 
that lies beyond the Obi , by the name of Ki- 
tay, and the people mat inhabit it, Kitacbi j 
for that Reafon mod commonly thofe peo- 
ple are confounded with the Kitacbi. How- 
ever theMufcovites make a difference between 
the one and the other, and very well under- 
ftand how to diltinguilh Kitay from China. 
When they talk .of the former, which to 
fpeak properly, is all that Country between 
the Obi Volga of China $ that is to fay, that 
fpacious portion and the Earth call’d the 
Great lartary, which is divided into anan- 
finite company of Hordes , every one of 

which 
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which has his Kan or Taifo, they only mean 
Kitay ; but when they would have you to 
underhand that they intend China, theyufe 
the fame Expreflion which the Turks make 
ufe of, who call it ichim ma-Icbim , and u- 
fing a Repetition as they do, give it the 
Name of Kitay- Kit ay. 

However it be, the Merchants who were 
to us confirm’d for Chinefes, though they 
were only Tartars, gave us great inlight in 
to both Countries, which had been but fo 
obfcurely known till very lately ; and in re- 
gard they Traffick as well with the Chinefes 
as with the Mufcovites, and for that they 
had been both at Pckjn and Mofcon ? , 
both Roads were known alike to 
them. 

Then again all the Particulars that they 
tpld us were confirm'd by fo many other 
Mufcovite Merchants that had travell T d 
feveral times from Mofcow to Pekin i that 
I never made any queftion afterwards of 
the eafinefs of palling from one City to 
the other, were but the Mufcovites a -little 
more tradfable and good-natur’d then they 
arc, that to go from France to China, by 
making choice of the Road of Arcb- 
Anjrell and Tobolsk ;, which is the General 
Rendevouz of all the Merchants that 
traffick thither , fix Months at tnoft 

would 
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would fuffice for that Journey, which is 
neither fo long nor fo difficult to be under- 
taken, as has been thought till now, as 
it will be eafy to convince the Reader, by 
the farther Accompt which I {hall give in 
the following Book. 

The End of the Second 'Booh 
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N Otwithftanding all the great care 
which the Ancient Geographers 
tool; to make known unto us that 
vaft extent of Northern Coun- 
tries that lye between the Obi> and the. Fa- 
mous Cbtnefe Wall, we mud acknowledge 
that they have had but very ill Succefs.Some 
have faid nothing at all concerning ’em $ 
and others defirous to fpeak more then they 
knew, have given us their Conje&ures in- 
fiead of real Truths. Nor have the Mo- 
dems been more lucky, in regard that to 
outdo thofe that went before ’em, all that 
they could do was to fill up the vaft wide 
fpaces with Forefts, or feveral horrible De- 
ferts. >Tis 
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’Tis fo the Zaporoges Co - 
• The Cofacks fackt, that is to fay, to* thofe 
Zapqroges.rfo Cofacks that inhabit beyond

beyond the O- chiefly beholding to the par- 
bi. ticular knowledge we have 

of thofe Countries , which 
were anciently look’d upon as fa many 
dreadful folitudes, into which no mortal 
could ever enter without expoflng himfelf 
to inevitable deftrudion 5 yet are now fo 
well known, that people Travel there 
with as much eafe as in any other part.of 
Europe. .... 

Thefe people having been fubdu’d by the • 
Mttfcovhes, and yet , unwilling to fubmit to 
the Vigors, took a refolutfon to quit their 
Country, which, they could not dejfend. 
To which purpofe they advanc’d ,iii great, 
Numbers to the Volga y and fo yvent by Wa* , 
ter to Cazaiti from whence it was eafie for 
’em to advance as far as Irtibs » Whence 
they continu’d their March to the Conflu- 
ence of Irtibs and Z obol ; where they built 
a City which is call’d by the Name of the 
Laft River. Afterwards they enlarg’d 
their Dominions, and poffet’d themfelves 
of all the Countrey that adjoins to the Ri- 
ver Obi % which is pjoperly call’d Siberi 0, 
from the word Stb&, which in the Sclavs- 
nian Language fignifics the North. 

The- 
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The few Commodities , , . , 
which they had for the fub- th ? f f 

iiltence' of life, and the ne- Mufcovites 
ceffity of Vending their Sable 
Martins, oblig’d ’em afterwards to Accom- 
modate with the Mufcm and to furrend- 
er themfelves under their fubje&ion, tho 
the Mountains and Rivers which divide 
the Countrcy, fecur’d them from all Af- 
faults which the Mufcovehes could make up- 
on ’erti. And the Mufcovita have made a . 
vail advantage of this Countrey fince they 
polfefs’d it, through the care, which they 
frequently take to fend their Yaebutcbiki, or 
Huntert "of Sable- Martini \ the number of 
which they augment every day, by banilh- 
ing into the places where thofe Creatures 
are caught, not only the Malefa&ors of the 
Stated but alfOthe Officers and Boyars who 
have not behav’d themfelves well in their 
Employments, or of whom they have any 
reafon to be afraid. 

Now in regard this gainful fort of Hun- 
ting of thefe precious Creatures has engag’d 
’em to advance farther and farther in hopes* 
todifeover Hill more lovely Martini ', they 
have at length found out wherewith to con- 
tent themfelves in an Ifland of the River 
Yamottr , of which they made themfelves the 
Mailers fome years fince, and wheie they 
have alfo built a Fort, which has occafion’d 
the prefent War between them and the Cbi- 
nefes. Now

Now then as to the man" 
net of Sable Hunting it' is 
thus perform’d : There is a 
Regiment of Soldiers fent in- 


to the Countrey where thefe coitly Crea- 
tures are found, which ufually flays there 


feven yefrs. And every week a Collonel 
connmands a certain number of Hunters, 


that feek ’em out in the little lflands to 


which they retire. They kill ’em with a 
kind of Crofs-bow, for fear of fpoilfng or 
endamaging the Furr, (hould they make 
ufe of Fire Arms. Now in regard there 
h an extraordinary diligence to be obferv- 
ed in this fort of Hunting, the Officers are 
permitted to let the Soldiers be concern’d 
in it, and to divide with ’em the furplu- 
fage which they are bound to kill for the 
Czars profit, which makes thofe employ- 
ments very confiderable. For a Collonel 
may get Four thoufands Crowns in feven 
years fervice, and an under Officer propor- 
tionably ; But a common Soldier never gets 
above Six or Seven hunder’d Crowns, thO 


he be at all the trouble. 


Befides thefe Sable 1 Martins, which are 
very plentiful over the whole extent of this 
vaft Countrey between Mufcovy and China $ 
there is alfo' another fort, which are of 
equal Value, and no lefs Beautiful. Thefe 
are the Skins of Black Foxes, which are no 
where to be feen but in Siberia and Kitay *, / 

and.. 
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and which are fought after with astrmch 
eagernefs, in regard they come to a fure 
Market, and bear a very great Price. I know 
not whether it be the fcarcenefs, or the co- 
lour of the skin, that mak.s it fo highly 
efteem’d ; but when any body comes to 
buy one, the owner will not let it go but 
upon condition the Purchafer (hall fill it. 
with as many Crowns 3s it will hold. 

Though ir is a long while that this Trade 
has been fettl’d in fyufcovy, ’twas none of 
their faults that it was not formerly as great 
as it is now. For before the difcovery of 
thefe Sable- Martins, they were contented 
all over the Kingdom with common Furrs j 
and unlefs it were the Ermin Furr, which 
only Perfons of Quality made ufe of, they 
knew np other fort. But iince the difcovery 
of thefe Creatures fo much fought after, 
which fell by chance, rather then cunning, 
into their hands j they have made ap- 
pear fuch an eager thirft to fatisfie . their 
Avarice at the expence of thofe whom 
they have found profufely fond of this 
fort of Ornament , that they have 
made no fcruple to engage ’emfelves in 
thofe forlorn Countries, in hopes to find 
. wherewithal to enrich ’emfelves. 

By the means of all thefe their- irregu- 
lar incurlions, it was that, they laid open 
feveralNew Roads which led ’em infenli- 
■hlj into China* Now in regard that thofe 

who 
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who have happen’d to hit upon the way to 
the Borders of the Country , have every 
one taken Roads quite different the one 
from the-other * fo they have been able to 
inform us which are thofe that are ' rood 
certainly to be depended on for fecurity and 
(hortnefs. And here we (hall give an ac- 
count of what the Relations which are kept 
in the Chancery of MosKpw more particu- 
larly inftrud us. 

The firft Road that carries a Traveller by 
Land into China , is that through India and 
the' Mogul’s Country ; which the great 
number of Robbers, and the vaft Deferts 
that are to be croft’d oyer, render very 
dangerous, and almofi impra&icable. We 
are beholding to the Jefuits for the know- 
ledge of it, whom thofe dangers have no 
way difcourag’d. The 1 art an ef Ajira\an 
and Bokpra , have fometimes taken this 
Road j but then they have been very care- 
ful to joyn with a numerous Caravan. 

The (econd is that which the Merchants 
of Bocara take, who Travel through the 
Cities of Samarkpn , K about, Kachemire, and 
Tourafan, and (everal other Cities of the 
Tfousbecj, from whence they go to Barantola, 
which the Refid ence of Dalac-Lama ren> 
ders the moil confiderable of all the Cities 
of the Gteztei Tartary. But this Road is 
not a little difficult by reafon of the Sands 
that are to be crofs’d, and bccaufe of the 
i Calmouct 
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CalmoHcs that infeft the Roads But the 
Mufcovius make choice of this way with- 
out any fcruple: And they have been often 
known to fall down from Tobolsk to Bocara 
through Cazan , on purpofe to Travel 
this Journey with the Tousbecks , notwith- 
fiandingthe eafmefs of going to China by 
the River Obi. 

The third is frequented by the Tousbeck, 
f Tartars, by the Trading Calmttcs, and the 
' Mufcovites alfo. From Tobolsk, , you ride 
i . along by the Lakes that yield great quanti- 
ties of Salt near Irticks and Kama ; after 
which you Travel for fome time by Water 
upon the firft of thefe two Rivers as far as 
a City call’d Sinkam'e, where you continue 
your Journey by Land through the Terri- 
! tories of the Kalmouc s and Moguls , as 
-far is Kokjttan, which is not above 
Eight or Ten days Journey , from the 
, Famous Wall wl.Lh feparates Chi- 
na from Great Tartary. Neither is this 

Road without fome difficulties, as want of 
Water, and moleftation of the Calmoucs , 
unlefs well provided to make a flout re- 
finance. However, the Taifo Ajonkg, who 
is the Kan, or chief Captain of the Horde 
of Tartars, who have no fix’d Habitations 
but live after the manner of the Ancient 
Scythians , might, if he pleas’d, fecure this 
way, and make it.fafe for Travellers, which 
■ fotnetiroe* he will vouchfafe to do for the 

fake 
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fake of fome little Prefents. And from 
Kokptan , you may enter into China through 
many Gates of this great Wall. 

The fourth fuppofes , that you pafs 
through ToboUk^ and go by Water upon the 
Obi, and the Szelinga as far as the City of ' 
Szelingui, from whence you Travel by Land 
through the Countrey of the Mtmguls. 
From this laft- mention’d City it will re- 
quire Eight weeks time to reach the place 
where the Kan of Bechroefaim, and the Cou- 
tousfta-Lama refidc. From whom, by the 
Intermediation of Ibmc few Civilities , you 
may obtain Guides and Carriages, and a 
, good Convoy to carry you to China. This 
Road the Mufcovites have held ever fince the 
, war between them and the Chinefes near the 
River Tamour and it is the fafeft and moft . 
commodious way of all the reft. Only 
you muft ma|te provifion of Water and 
Wood in fome places : . And though you 
may fometimes meef upon the Road with 
Robbers, they are neither fo Cruel nor fo 
numerous as in other parts. 

The fifth is that which the Envoy of 
Mufcovy , Spartariu: made choice of for 
China ; and then you muft pafs through Si- 
beria to get to the City of Nero-Zinkj upon 
the River Szilk* ; after that you go to 
Vauri not far from the Kiver Naiunai, from 
whence you continue your Road to Che- 
ria that lies upon the entraficelnto China. ~

The diftance is equal from 'Nere Zinsk} to 
T>«uri , and from Vauri to Cberia. 

If you will believe this Relation , of 
which I have thu9 far given a faithful Copy, 
this Road is as fafe as it is (hort $ for that 
from Nerc Zinski to the River Argus that falls 
into the Yamour , you (hall meet all along 
with the . Yachutchiki , or Martin- Hunters : 
After which you pals through the Terri- 
tories of certtin Afonguls, who are terri- 
bly afraid of the Mufcovites. But it is not 
probable there is now fo much fecurity, as 
formerly, in palling through thofe Mongulsi 
for that Travellers . at this time either 
take a little higher through Albazin, and 
fetch a compafs to get from thence into Chi- 
or a little lower, palling from Szelingui t 
through the Territories of Bed kfoefaim- 
The fixth is alfo through Ntrczinski and 
the Mongul ; from whence you Travel on 
to the Lake Dalai 5 or ^ou may go from 
Nerczinki to the Lkke in one Week There 
you meet with the Emperor of China’s 
Subje&s, who have manur’d all the Lands 
that lye about the Lake 5 from which you ' 
may go in three Weeks to China upon Wa- 
gons drawn with Oxen. Out of this Lake 
Dalai it is, that the River Argus, a very fair 
River, takes its rife. It is Navigable all 
along , and carries you by Water to the 
River Yamour 1 into which it falls. Near 
the River Argus are feveral Mines of Silver

Their Country is of a very largq extent, 

! under feveral Tayfo's, or Kant. There is 

j in Bogdoi, a particular Province which the 

Mufcovites call Dint chart, and the Monguls 
Dioursk}- It is feated between the Eaftern 
Seas, and the great Rivers Chingdla, and 
Tumour. The peqple that inhabit it, tho tri- 
• butary 
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butary to Chinaj were not formerly very well 
known ; For in regard they had no Prince 
of their own, they were not look’d upon as 
very confiderable. Nor were they indeed 
' either truly known or fear’d, t 31 rhey had 
made an Invafion into China.) and fubdu’d 
Six Provinces. At what’ time they had 
made themfelves abfolute Mailers of that 
fparious Empire , had not the Touj hecks 
come to fuccout the Chine fes, or rather ex- 
pell’d the Bogdoi and fettl’d themfelves in 
their Places. 

• Which when they had done* they fet 
upon the Throne the Family of Ivena % 
which after it had Reign’d till the Year 
1368, was expell’d by the Chinefes , who 
then Enthron’d the Family of Tayminga. 
That Family fway’d the Scepter peaceably 
till 1644, at what time the fame Diutcbari 
re-enter’d Cbina> and at length utterly fub- 
du’d it. Ckuncbi, their Prince was the firft 
Emperor of that Nation, and the Chief of 
the Family of Taitfingua , who Reigns at 
prefent in China. , ' 

In all the Province of Bogdoi, you (hall 
meet with none but houfes of Earth, as al- 
fo in the Province of P ami 5 which people 
drive a great Trade in Sables and Black 
Fox-Skins, as likewife in Ginfeng Roots : 
But they are not rich in Cattel $ their Horfcs 
are very fmall *, nor do their owners ever 
fhooe .’em. As for the people themfelves, 
H 2 they 
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they refemble altogether the Krint Tartars, . 
both in Features of Face, as in Stature and 
Proportion of Body: But they are much ' 
more Polite and Civiliz’d , by reafon of the 
Great Trade which they drive with the 
Cbtnefes. 

To (peak properly, they are of no Re- 
ligion; yet you (hall fee feveral among ’em 
that wear Crofles, which they call Lamas . 
And indeed they have a great inclination to i 
the Chriftian Religion, and there' are not a 
few who are already become Catholicks. 
They have no kindneft either for the Mabu - | 

nutans, or the Neftoriahs, becaufe tftfcyVfbr 1 - 
merly fuccor’d the Weftetn Tartars' 'When 
they were repell’d by the Gbinifts.*" How- 
ever, (nice that time, the Msbumetans have 
fettl’d themfelves in China, irtfemuch that 
there are a great number of ’em* at Vetyng , 
where there are Seven Mofques without the 
City i and where they alfo fpcak the Ferftan 
Language more commonly then that of 
Zuriy. 1 

As for the Language of the Bogdoi, ’tis | 
very like the ordinary Vulgar Speech that is 
" (poken in Perfi a their Chara&ers alfo very 
much refembleone another ; but they write 
and read from the top downward like the 
Chintfrs, and moreover they have above 
Gxty Letters in their Alphabet. 

The Rivers of Argus, Tumour, and Chin- 
gala, afford great Store of Rubies and ' 

. Pearls, j 
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Pearles, which the People -continually fiflt 
for, Altho they are not ignorant of Guns 
and Powder, yet they are not much in ufe 
among ’em, whether their great Artillery 
which is but very leudly caft, are too trou- 
blefome to be mov’d from place to place, or 
whether it be that they find no great Eflfe&s 
of ’em , becaufe their Powder, the Com- 
polition of which they under (land but by 
halves, is but of little ftrength. And it is 
obferv’d, that the Tartars, who are become 
Matters of China, begin .to degenerate from 
their ancient Valour. 

Next the E aftern Tartars, 
lies a vaft and. fpacious Coun- The Country, of 
try to the JPiff , which is the Monguls. 
call’d Mongnl. It begins at 
the Weftern Somfes of the River Tamour, 
and extends it felf to the Calmottc Tartars , 
Weftward, confining uponTurquiftan to the 
South-Eaji , and upon China to th cEaji, and 
they, are feperated from the Culmoucs by 
wide Defarts, which are as good as fo rna* 
ny Ramparts. They have three Princes , 
whom they call /Can’s or Tat fa’s ,• and who 
are all three of the fame Family 5 fo that 
they keep a good Correfpondence together i 
Civil Wars very rarely happen among ’em. 
On the other fide , they frequently fend 
Prefents one to another, and when any 
one of ’em isattacqu’d, the reft immcdiaily 
arm to his Relief. The chiefett of thefe 
H 3 Katu % 
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Rani Is catf’d 71 Setchiii^A ', whole* Territo- 
ries tyo'rdcf Upo n Bogdoi and China. But you 
fee neither Towh ’nor Villages, only certain 
Houfes difperfed here and there, and thofe 
very few in numbpr. So that thefe Mon- 
guh are continually niaking Incurlions round 
about the Lake JXilai , or into the Lands 
that lye upon the River Szelinga. This Kan 
Las feveral Taifos under him, among whom 
is the Becroefain Kan , who borders upon 
the River beforemention’d. 

In thefe Territpries it is, thafthe Coutoufta 
Lama has his Refidence. This Contoufla , 
who to fpeak ptopserly, if nb more tlfei the 
Vicar of the Vdlae-Lama , or Lama-Lattialorp, 
is the Patriarch of the Monguli, who adore 
him like a Deity, as having kh extraordi- 
nary Veoeration for all the Lamas. The 
fame Mongufs keep a good Corrfifpondence 
With the Mufcovitet, by reafon of their Neigh- 
bourhood to Siberia. They are naturally 
very mild, and adduced to peace; ’tis very* 
rare to fee ’em quarrel one with another ; 
or if any conteit arifes among ’em, the 
Coutouftap who follows ’em whereever they 
ramble , appeafes the difference either 6y. 
his, own Authority, or by fuch Judges as 
he ordains among ’em whereever they duller 
together. They are very wealthy, efpecially, 
in Gattel, and drive a great Trade with 
the Mufcovites. For their Country is wa- 
ter’d with a great number of Rivers, that 

won- 
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wonderfully enfertiljze their Medovvs at^d 
Pafturages , and all empty themfelves into 
the. Szelinga 5 and would they but take the 
pains to manure their Lands, they would 
bear all forts of Fruit. 

The Second Kan is call’d Oftieroikjtn 5 and 
the Third V’Jan-.Gari 5 but in regard there 
is, no great Commerce driven with thefe 
two laft, they are nothing near fo/wett 
known as the former. The Mongulj have a 
great Antipathy again ft the Bogdoi , becaufe 
they made, themfelves Mafters of Chinas but 
;t%y is can do ’em no harm, becaufe they are 
^.^jbtat^uainted with thepfe of Fire-Arms.

’ divided into an infinite number of Hrcles, 
which have every one their particular Kan . 

The, Principal of all thefe 
itam , is he who is call’d Qt- The Kan of 
chiottrfican , who pretends to ibt Calmoucs. 
be defcended From the Fa- 
. mous Tamtrljiin, He is very Potent, and 
therefore forces the Mufcovttcs and the Youf- 
. beckj to pay him a certain Tribute, or elfe 
he would be continually Harraffing their 
Countries. ’Tis alfo reported that he is 
very Magnificent, that he goes always clad 
in White, and never eats but ferv’d in Gold 
Plate. We (aw at Mofcovo a Fretich Officer 
H 4 \ ^who 
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who had been in the Tent of thisTaroe Km r, 
when he lay at Afhakan, at the Head of a 
Hundred Thoufand Tartar/ to demand his 
Tribute, who confirm’d all that has been 
(aid concerning his Magnificence, only that 
he never fa w him make ufe of either Gold 
or Silver Plate. 

The Calmottct h*ye< noCities nor fix’d 


Habitations , but only live in Tents made 
of Felts,-: which are very neat, and very 
commodious; nor is there any Nation fo 
nimble at Camping and Decamping in an 
infiant as they, - there being no Nation fo 
much accuftom’d to if, in regard they ne- 


ver flay long in a place, and are always ma- 
king Incuriions. 

They are all Idolaters, as 
Tht Dala&v we u as the Mmguh^ and all

i r ns Tartars. Grot* Jartary as tar as the /«• 
dians ; and every one of tbefe 
Pagan Nations acknowledge for the Head

This Impoftor has his Refidence in the 
Kingdom of Sanjhut, which extend^ from .

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Fortrefs call’d Beatalae , that Hands very 
near the fame City. ’Tis not to be Imagin’ d 
how he is in a manner worlhipp’d over , all 
Tartary. They fend from all parts to de- 
fire his Benedi&ion, and when he goes in- 
to China, he is receiv’d with more then or- 
dinary Honours. 

The Jefuit Adam Scbafl us’d all his en- - 
deavours to diffwade the Emperor from go- 
ing to meet him, or to pay him any refpeft. . 
But the Emperor, as muchconvinc’d as he 
was that the Dalae was an 
not follow the Jefuit’s Counfel, but after 
he had heap’d.upon him all imaginable 
nours and Favours, lent him backloadeij 
with Magnificent Prefents. . / 

The 'Tartan are fully per- f 
fwaded that the Dalae never /Tartars be- - 
dies, but that he renews like UwetheDtkh • 
the Moon. To make this out, diet - 
fo foon as the Dalae lyes at i 
tfie point of Death, they that are about ; 
him, make diligent fearch for4 Lama, the 
likcft to him that poffibly they tan find, and 1 
fo foon as the Head of their relic Religion • 
is dead, they fet him up in hfe Room, and 
carefully conceal the deceas’d Body, which • 
they affirm to be renew’d in /his Succeflor. 
M> Tavernier reports the fame thing of the 
Kingof7jM>e.r « but there is fbmc probabi- 
lity that he was mifinform’d, he not ha- 
ying been upon the place, as the Mufcevitet

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who rr^ke this Relation were , and who 
driye a very.cbnfiderable Trade, with the. 
Tartars ; from whom they learnt moreover, 
that this Dalae is never fuffer’d to be feen 
by any body, unlefs they are willing to pay. 
him all the Honours which they give him. 
thcmfelyeSji proftrating themfelves before 
him, and adoringhitnasaGod. This Re- 
lation adds, that the Cbinefes call the Tar- 
tars Totai, becaufe thcy. have not the Letter 
K in their Language. Nor do IJtnOw why. 
we call ’em Tartars, Seeing that in Poland* 
Mstfcmya .and even, in Tartary it felf, they 
abridge, the Name, and call 'em only To- 
.tar. . 

Itappears-by what I have. 
Dels b- faid of the Kingdom of Tan- 
' S cbut, , that the Dalae. lama is, 
^anv without all contradi&ion that 

i, . fara; Famous. Prpjh>-jfaj», con-, 
cerning whonv Hiftorians have written fo 
variouuy. In a wprd, lince.that. Title, and. 
whatever many Authors have faid of him,, 
can be attributed to no.Perfon more jullly> 
then to this Dalae- Jama^ ’tis more natural, 
to acknowledge him in this Country of 
Afi* y where he has always been, then to 
feek him out in HabyJJinia> where he never, 
was.

To clear this part of Hiftory which is al-‘ 
together perplex’d, and at the fame time 
to undeceive thofe who may have fuffer’d ' 
themfelves to be prepoffefs’d by all thofe 
fabulous Tales that have been utter’d a- 
broad as real Truths, they are to under- 
ftand, that while the Portugmjes were in- : 
fearch of the Ea/i- Indies, John the Second 
fent one of his Subjects, by Name Peter de\ 
Ctnlan , to difeover ’em by Land, and parti* 
cularly charg’d him to inform himfelf where- 
that fame Prefle-John, fo much talk’d of in - 
Europe reign’d, yet not knowing in what- 
part of the World his Empire lay. 

The defign of John the Second was to- 
have made an alliance with him, perfwa- 
ded as he was, and according as he had- 
heard it reported, that he was a potent 
Prince, and profefc’d theChriftian Religi- 
on. In obed ience to his Princes Orders Pei 
ter de Cotilan pafs’d into A ft a, and penetra- 
ted a great way into India-, where he leamt 
many things of great importance and curi- 
ofity : But nOtwithftand* all his- diligence, 

he 
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he could not hear of ? reft e- John, nor meet 
with any body that could teli any Tidings . 
of him > only coining to Coin, in his re- 
turn homeward, he heard, that in Ethiopia^ 
beyond Egypt , there reign* d a Rich and Po-’ 
tent Prince, who every time he (hew*d him- 
felf in publick, . had a Crofs carry’d before 
him, and that he was a declar’d Prote&or 
of theChriftians. 

Now in regard theie Marks agreed wifh> 
the Charader that had been given him, to 
difeover the Prince he was in iearch of, 
there needed no more to perfwade that 
Traveller into a belief of what he moft of 
all things in the world deiir’d to know. So 
that he made no farther doubt but that Pre- 


fix John was that fame Monarch of the Abyf- 
fmt , and he believ’d it fo truly , that 
he wrote his Difcovery into Portu- 
gal without any farther Examination*. 
Nor were they more - fcrupulous at 
Usbortne, where thenews was receiv’d with 
a. great deal of joy and applaufe. Upon 
which they who fail’d into Africa the fol- 
lowing years, prepoflefs’d with this Opini-* 
on, contributed not a little to confirtn it 
by their Relations*, fothat as falfe as it 


was, the Miftake was foon fpread all over. . 

Now though this feme Rapid Error was- 
refuted by feveral learned petfons, and tho 
alifeiodjof it might be eafily difeover’d

by what Damian de Goes, Nicolas Godigno 
and Balta&ar Tellez have wtitten of it, as 
being perfectly inform’d of every thing that 
concern’d Ethiopia , where they had been 
long refidcnt, yet 1 cannot forbear to ob- 
fetve with F. Kirkgr , that the Latin 
Chronology of the Kings of Hahyjfinia, 
makes no mention of Ftefie-Jobn * and 
therefore all the Authors of any Antiquity 
that have taken occalion to mention him, 
ilill place him. in Afia> tho they cannot agree 
in what part of the World he reign’d, no 
more then they can about the original of his 
Name. 

A Modem Author imagines P refit- Join 
to. be a Corruption of Prefie-Arkan, that is 
to fay, King rftbe A dorm. Others with as 
little realbn derive it from the Latin t Prato- 
fus Johannes. Some would have it to be, 
that as the Name of Cafar was common to 
all the Koman Emperours, fo John was no 
lets common to thefe Princes we fpeak of 5 
and that they bore that Name in honour of 
the Prophet Jonas , to which the Eaftern peo- 
ple afterwards added the Title of Priefi, or , 
Trefie j not that thefe Kings were really dig* 
nifi’d with the Sacerdotal Charader, but 
becaufe they had ufually a Croft carry ’d be- 
fore ’em, as Protedors of the Chriftian Re»- 
ligion. 

But Scaligers Conjedure feems to me 
more probable then all the reft 3 where he. 

fay Si 
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fays, That Prefte-Jean was a corruption of 
the Perftan Word Prejlegiam ,• which figni- 
fasJptfoTtei that it was very likely that 
the Europeans who traffick’d into the Eaft, 
having heard confuledly of that Prince, 
whom they heard frequently call’d Padifchab 
Prejlegiani , gave him by chance the Nameof 
Prefte-Jean , which founded very like to Pre- 
ftegiani , of which they underftood not the 
real fignification. 

As to the part of Afia, where Prefte-Jean 
reign’d , methinks there is no reafon • to- 
doubt of it, confidering what the Ancient 
Authors have written. For upon a drift 
examination it will be found , . that the 
greateft part of theie Authors place him in 1 
that vaft Country which extends it felf from 
the Mogul, towards the Eafi and North as 
far as China: Which is that which St. Anto- 
nins fufficiently makes appear in the Third' 
Tome of his Hiftory, where fpeaking of the 
Tartars, he obferves that their Emperor fent 
a puiffant Army under the command of his 
Son , to fubdue thofe people that inhabited- 
the lefler India } which Conqueft being ac- 
complifh’d, the viftorious Tartars advanc'd 
again!! the Cnriftians who inhabited the 
Greater, or the Upper India i but that their 
King call’d Prefte-Jean by the Vulgar^ ha- 
ving drawn his Forces together, march d a- 
gainft’em, and overthrew ’em. 

This- 
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This is alfothat which Patti the Venetian, 

. who knew the Country better then any bo- 
dy, tells us more diftin&ly, as having refi- 
ded feveral years at the Court of the Great 
Kan of the Tartars : For the Kingdom of 
Tenduc, or as others read it, Tancbut , this; 
Kingdom, I fay, where Marcus Paulus pla- 
ces Prefte-Jobn, is kill in being, if we may 
' believe thofewho have travell’d through it, 
and lies between* China- and the Empire o£ 
the Great Mogul Which perfe&ly agrees 
with the Sentiments of thofe who have 
made Prefte-Jobn to reign in Kit ay v feeing 
that asl have already obferv’d, it is not to 
be thought that by Kitay the Ancients 
. meant China only, or fome particular King- 
dotn \ it being fufficiently probable that they 
comprehend under that name all the Coun- 
try that lies between Obiy the Volga , and 
China, as the Mufcovites underhand it at this 
day. 

The. only thing that feems to raife fome 
doubt in what we have faid concerning Pre- 
fer John is this ; That Prefte-Jobn and the 
people under his fubje&ion were Chrifiians, 
whereas the Country that lies between the 
Mogul and China is now full o£ Mahometans 
and Idolaters. But certain it is that things 
were not always in the fame pofture as now 
they ate, but that .the Chriftian Religion 
once flourtfh’d inthefe barbarous Countries* 
where, now. Infidelity prevails., 

> Tfs> 
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5 Tis known that St. Thomas , after the 
Apoftles had made a division of the Unr 
verle among themfelves , departed or In- , 
duty to cultivate thofc Unbelievers $ that he 
penetrated into the molt remote parts of it, 
and dy’d at length at Mdiaptr. And fome 
' Authors have w««en, not without fome 
probability, that Chins it felf receiv’d the 
Gofpel by the Miniftry of that Holy Apo- 
ftle. However it were, there is no quefti- 
onto be made, in my Opinion, hut that the 
Faith might be difpers’d in Countries 
more on this hand toward the KPe/f, in re- 
gard there is a Country which the Motrs, 
profefs’d Enemies of the Chrfftians, ftill in 
derifion call Kiaferftan , or the Country 
of the Infidels, the Inhabitants of which 
are call’d Chriftians of St. Tbtmas to this 
day \ who tho they have forgot their Anci- 
ent Chriftianky, yet ftill retain certain Cu- 
ftoms that fufficiently demonftrate what Re- 
ligion their Anceftors profefs’d. For befide 
that they baptize their Children, they have 
painted in their Churches, and bear upon 
their Foreheads three Croffes of a Red 
Colour, being a Tin&ure fqueez'd out of . 
Sanders tPc iod. 

But tho it might be true, that prdently 
after the Birth of Chrift, the Gofpel might 
not be promulgated jn thefe Barbarous 
Countries , yet. certain it is that if was 
preach’d there in the fucceeding Ages. The 
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celebrated Monument that was fotind m 
China in 1625. near the City of Siganfu , is 
an invincible proof of what I fay. Eor it 
is obferv’d, that Six hunder’d years after 
Chrift, the Syrian Priefts having fcatter’d 
themfelves all over Afta, had divulg'd the 
Chrifiian Law in the Extremities of the. 
World, where their Zeal for the Glory of 
God drew ’em. And Haylon, a Chrifiian 
Author, who was of ’the Blood Royal of 
the Kings of Armenia, teftifies, That in the 
Thirteenth Age, Tart ary was full of Chri- 
ftians i that Cublat their Emperor embrac’d 
{he Chrifiian Faith * and that his Brother 
who had been a Chrifiian for fome time, 
enter’d into a Religious War for the fake of 
Religion, againft theC<j//pftof Babylon, won 
PaltJUne from the Mahomttanj , reinthron’d 
the King of Armenia, being expell’d his 
Territories by thofe cruel Enemies of Chri- 
fiianity, reftor’d to peaceful freedom thofe 
people whom the Infidels had proferib’d 
and baniih’d, and rebuilt a* great number of 
Churches at his own cofis and chargesjand 
all this at the follidtation of the Princefs 
his Wife, who glory’d in being defeended 
from one of the Three Kings that came 
to.adore Chrift, when but newly born. 

This was the fame Union who wrote to 
St. LmU, when he lay in Cyprm at the time 
of his firft Expedition for the recovery of 
the Holy Land. St. Antonin alio, in whofe 
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Hiftorymay be fecn that Letter of the Tar- 
tar Prince, obferves that St. Lewis fent him, 
under the Chara&er of Ambaffadors, two 
Monks of the Order of St. Dominic , with 
very rich Prefents, among which was a 
piece of the true Crofs, and a Canopy of 
State of an extraordinary value, upon 
which were embroider’d in Gold, the prin- 
cipal Myfteries of the Life of Chrift. 

This happen’d in the year 1256. and 
about forty or fifty years after, that is to 
fay, toward the beginning of the 
Age, f&veral FraneifcanMqnfe 9 

the Great Jf^ , yifi^ed; s$ ^rts^pli 
Kingdom of Thibet, which is next to rii# 
of Tanchut, and converted a great nutpbe? 
of Infidels and Pagans. 

Father Andrada, a Pertegteefe Jefuit, tra- 
velling alfo into thefe Countries in 1624. 
reports that the people had Hill an Idea of 
the Chrifiian Myfteries, tho confused and 
torruptedj that they us’d among them- 
felves a fort of Confefliion, feeble Remain- 
ders of the Faith which they had formerly 
embrac’d, and which by degrees was utter- 
ly extinguifh’d. 

There is no doubt then, after what has 
been faid, but that the Kingdom of Tan- 
cbufc not having been always Idolatrous as 
now it iSj the P elae-Lama who at prefent 
rcfides there, may be the true Succeflor of 
the famous Prefte-Jobn, who reign’d there 

for- 
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formerly j and it is no lefs probable, that 
that fame Monarch happening to change 
as the'Religion corrupted, became fometime 
after Head of a new Religion which dege- 
nerated atlaft into Idolatry. 

’Tis true , that he is not a Temporal 
Prince i but that may be the effe&of - the 
Wars and Revolutions that happen in all 
Kingdoms. However it were, he is ftilftn 
high veneration among all the Eajiern peo- 
ple, who acknowledge him for the Head of 
their Religion. And that which is farther 
remarkable is this, that he bears the Name 
of Lama, which in the Tartar Language lig- 
nites a Crqls: And the Bogdoi who con- 
quer’d China in 1644, and who are fubjedfc . 
to the Dalae in all matters of Religion, 
wear always Crofles about ’em, which they 
call- Lama’s alfo, and for which they have 
an extraordinary Refpe&, which fufficient- 
ly demonftrates that they were formerly 
inftru&ed in thofe Myfteries, of which that 
lign is in lome meafure an eternal Memo- 
rial. 

Befides thefe different forts Other Tartar 

of Tartars , of which I have P‘o{U. 
fpok’n, there are others who 
are called Ofliakf) Hr at ski, Jacuti, and Ton- 
gufi, who are fcatter’d all along th« Lakes 
and Rivers that lye between Siberia and 
the Country of the Mongttls. But in regard 
they have all the fame Phyfiognomy, and 

ufe 
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life the fame Language as the Calmoucs , ’tis 
very probable that they are only fome fe- 
parated Hordes, that having been dbmefti- 
cated by degrees, byconversion with the 
Mufcovttes , at length became fubjedfc to 
their Dominion. They are all fwarthy 
complexion’d , but more inclining to Olive- 
Colour then Black. Their faces are ufually 
broad, falling in below, and jutting out 
above $ their eyes are (mall, but fparkling 
and full of fire \ their nofes (hort and very 
fiat, with little hair either upon their upper 
Lips, or Chins : Their Stature fomewhat 
above the common fire, well let, and dean 
limb’d, with an Air ftern and refolute , 
without any thing of Cruelty or Savagentfs. 
Their Habits are for the mod part all alike, $ 
confifting of fcveral Sheep- skins low’d to*- 
gether, which they fit to their bodies in 
the form of Veits, and gird about their 
Waites with a Cord, wherein hangs their 
Bow and Quiver, with which they go al- 
ways arm’d. They (have their Heads to 
the very Crown, where they preferve a 
Tuft thick enough to make a double lock, 
one of which hangs down before , the 
other behind •, having no other covering for 
their headsv then a round Bonnet of the 
fame with meir Habits, on the top of which 
they wear a Tuft of Red Silk, or of fome 
other Colour; Which is the mark by which 
you may diftinguifh the different Hordes ; 

every 
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every one having a particular Colour to 
difference the one from the other. But they 
that live in the Places where the Martins 
are taken, make themfelves Garments of 
thofeFurs, as alio of Dogs-skins, of which 
they keep - a vaft number; and /ometimes 
they join both together, and make the one 
ferve for a Lining to the t’other , wearing 
the Sables, tho the richer and more beauti- 
ful, innermoft, and the Dogs-hair ontcr- 
moft ; not believing it Juft, that the Dog 
who flops and catches the Martin, fliould 
be debas’d below the Martin, but that he 
Ibduld be always preferr’d after his death 
before his Enemy , which he vanquifh^P 
When alive. 

Ft may be eafily Judg’d by the Enumera- 
' tion which I have made of the different- 
forts of 7artarj which inhabit all theCoun- 
frey that lies between the Obi and China , 
that the MufcetHa being a flirted by the Co - 
faques, found no great difficulty in opening 
a way from Siberia to this great Empire. 
For in regard they met with no body that 
would, or was able to difpute the Paflage 
with ’em; and moreover, for that the peo- 
, pld, which they had fubdu’d either by 
mildnefs, or by force of Arms, had fomc 
kind of Correfpondence with alfthe Hordes 
that are 'difpread on both fides , by their 
means they havemadeall their Difcoveries; 
and at length have advanc’d by different

Roads to the very Confines of China^ where 
they have alfo built fonie Fortreffes, the 
better to fecure their Conquefts. 

The farthermoft of all 
thefe Fortreffes is Albazin , 
not above three weeks jour- 
ney from Pekin, tho it be a- 
bove three months Travel 
remote from Mofcmn. It is feated upon the 
River Tamour } which was the occafion of 
the prefent War between the Chinefes and 
Mufcw'ttes *, while both the one and the 
other claim’d a Right to fi(h for the Pearls, 
of which that River produces great ftorej 
Aid hunt the Martins, that are very nume- 
rous in an Ifland of that River. •> 

But in regard of the vaft difiance be- 
tween that Frontier and Mofcow, v/i\\ not 
permit the Mufcovites to fend Recruits fuf- 
ficientLy confiderable to fupport a War , 
which the nearnefs of it to China , renders 
eafie to the Tartars who are Matters of it, 
the Czars thought it more expedient to 
propound an Accommodation, then to ex- 
pofe an Army to all the Hazards and Hard- 
(hips which of neceffity they mud undergo, 
before they can .get to the Confines of the 
Empire. Nor did the Chinefes tefufe the 
Propofals that were made ’em. They lent . 
an Ambaffador a good way beyond the 
Great Wall that Separates their Territories 
from the Wefrern Tartars, and join’d two 
<• ' French 
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French Jefuits with him, of the number of 
1 thofe whom the K. of France fent about fix 
years ago to the extreme parts of the world) 
to ferve fhe AmbaiTadors as his Interpret 
ters i but as yet we know not the fuccefs 
of the Negotiation. 

If we may judg by a Letter which a 
German Officer who was then in Garifon in 
a place upon the River Tumour , wrote to 
one of his Friends at Mofcotv , who impart- 
ed it to us, ’tis very probable, that thofe 
Affairs are more embroil’d then ever. But 
In regard, that Letter is before the laftEn- . 
deavours of . the Mufcovitet to obtain a 
Peace, and for that their Ambaffador was 
not then arriv’d at -the appointed place^f 
meeting, there is . little heed to be given to 
what that Officer then wrote : however, .it 
gives us a good account how affairs flood 
about four years ago. _ * We thought, [aid 
be t ‘.that the Ambaffador fent from Peking 
• * fome days fince, was come with a defign 

* to conclude a Peace with us ; But we have 
, * been furpriz’d at the Proceedings of that 

‘ Ambaffador, who after he had ftopt three 
‘ days near Albazin, without proposing any 

* thing, retir’d of a fudden. We make no 
‘ queftion therefore, that being arriy’d upon 

* the Frontiers with a great Army, but that

But whatever may be the Iffue of the 
War, we may affine our felves by what I 
have faid, That the Road from Mafeovy to 
Chine , is no Chimera not impradtkable 
thing $ and that k would be likewHe the 
moft commodious and (horteft way, were 1 
there but never fo little reliance upon the | 
Mufarvites , who after feteral Journeys have 
made thetnfelves fuch abfolute Mailers of 
all the Roads that lead thkher, that they 1 
• take indifferently fometimes one and fome- 
thnes another, according as their occafions 
prompt ’em. 

I Imowthey did notprcfentlyacoompHih 
their defign, and that h coil ’em a world 
of Trials and Experiments, before they . 
could find out all the means to fccure them- 
felves and others in their paffage ; but in 
regard they fpar’d for nothing to bring 
about this Difcovery, and that they have | 
been careful from time to time to fend away 
Supplies of Hunters to view and take an 
account of Countries through which they 
thought new ways might be open’d, they . 
have fo le veil’d and remov’d all Difficulties, 
that they make no more of going to China , 
then of travelling* to Arch- Angel or A- 
ftrakan. 

This Refle&ion, which fome perhaps 
would not vouchfafe themfelves the Icifure 
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perhaps to make, when they imagin'd th e 
way from Mofcow to Peking neither fafe no c 
eafie, may ferve to adjufl and reconcile th e 
feveral Ruttiers or Cards that have bee n 
drawn thefe feveral years ago 5 and to ex~ 
plain at the fame time, after what manner 
divers Ambaffadors fent from one Court to 
another, came to fpend fome more time 
then others, in this Journey, which fome 
have finifh’d in four or five months , 
while it has coft others near eighteen. 

In fltort, The principal aim of the Muf- 
■covitet in thefe forts of Ambaffies having 
always been to difcover the vaft extent of 
Land that lies between their Territories and 
the Empire of China, *tis no wonder, if. 
they who were cntrufted with this affair, 
travelling as they did like true Adventu- 
rers, rather then fedulous Ambaffadors, 
have (hew'd lefs* earneftnefs to arrive with 
fpeed at their journey’s end, then to confi- 
dcr the nature of the Countrey through 
which they travell’d, and the courfe of the 
Rivers which they met with upon the 
Road. 

’Tis to be thought, that ’twas in this 
manner that the Knez Theodore Jacowitz 
Boicorp travell’d from Toboljk, to Pekin in.' 
1653. at what time the Czar fent him his 
Ambaffador to Chins : For in regard he

bert# §ea*Bulrulhes, that you would take- 
the mouth of it for a real Foreft. An Ob- 
it ade that might perhaps be remov’d were 
the Rufhes like thofe which commonly 
grovHn our Rivers. But the People have 
affttr’d me, that they are of fuch an excefi- 
five bignefs .that a man can hardly grafp 
one'bf ’em With both his Arms; by which 
you may guefs that, it would be as great a 
labour to clear that paffage as to cue down 
andgrub up a whole Forelt.

on, the mod diftruftftil and fufpicious of 
any other perhaps in the World j fo that 
we were forc’d to obferve our meafures to 
difcover that littlewhichl have made known .

- had not lea'rn’d fo much. But in regard the 
Mufcovites werethen defigning to fend ariEm- 
baffadour into France , to follicire the King to 
enter into the League which they were then 
about to conclude with Germany and Poland 
againft the Ottoman Empire, we gave our . 
fclves a little more liberty to obtain thofe 
Informations we defir’d, then at another, 
time we durft have done. ' " 

But as the Embaffy encourag’d us tp be 
lefs r^ferv’d in our inquifitlyenefs, fo the 
Mafcovites made ufe of it as a reafon and 
pretence to refufe the Paffage we had been ' 
requefling ever fince we arriv'd at Moikpr* 
However , that their Ambaffador might 
be the better receiv’d in France , they made 
it their ftudy to find a fair pretence to be' 
civilly rid of us, and at the fame time to 
engage us to return. back into France, there, 
to reprefent the advantages that might ac-' 
crue to our Nation by a free Paffage through 
Siberia . Nor was it long before they met 
with one to their wilh. For having learn’d 
by the Commiffioners who examih’d us, 
according to cuiiom, that we were come

out of Perfia into Mufcovy without any Let- 
ters of Recommendation , nor indeed 
without any Pafsports* they told us, That 
fince they could not have any aflurance in 
us , in regard we had no Authentick 
Teitimonials, ’twas a great trouble to ’em, 
that they were forc’d to refufe us, what 
they plainly law we requefted only out of 
our Zeal for the Glory of God, and the 
Salvation of Souls *, that they were deeply 
Cenlibleof all the HardQiips we had endur’d 
i& ft) .tedious a Journey , upon no other 
inotive then that of the Convertion of the 
Cbiaefit : But in regard they were oblig’d 
hy the Maxims of their State, not to grant 
free Paflage through their Territories, but 
to Perfons that they knew, we were not to 
think it Orange that they requir’d fome Aft 
finances from us before they allow’d us 
that PermiiEon.

But whatever we faid, 
we found him but very little endm’d to 
Kften tons upon that Subje& * and all the 
While we were' difeourfing- with him, his 
•People were bufy below in the Court, la- 
ding ftveral Waggons with Flirts, the fale of * 
Which we knew to be the principal end of 
his Ambafly. Now 
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Now in regard there is blit very little 
Money ftirring in Mtfcoty> nor indeed any 
at all to he feen but what conies, out of 
Foreign Countries ; it behoves ’em there- 
fore, fince they have not enough to Trade 
among themfclves, to fetch it in by the 
Sale of their Furs of all forts into Foreran 
Parts, which is the beft Revenue the Czars % 
have. For which reafbn it is, that they 
cannot live without ' fending into remote 
Countries a Numerous Troop of Mer- 
chants, under the protedion of an Ambaf- 
fedor, who,, betides that he* defrays their 
Charges in all Countries where he goes, 
frees ’em alfo from the Payment of Cuftom, 
which would eat up a great part of their 
Gains, were they oblig'd to pay the rigor 
of what might be demanded from ’em. 

’Tis true,' the petfon of whom 1 fpake, 
and who is one of the moft confiderable 
Princes of M$tfcovy , and. one of the bett 
headpiccesin the Empire, would Wtt have 
been (ony perhaps to hive feen himfelf rid 
of this fame Train of Merchants luggage, 
which he readily forefaw would be ptejwn* 
cial to him in the condafion ; and as he b 
a perfon in love with Honour beyond thtf 
common rate of the 'Mtfcovites , he 
would have been glad to have been 
in condition to fupport • his Ghara&et. 
But the intcreft of the Court to which it 

be- 
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behov’d him to facrifice his own, would 
not permit him to do otherwise then had 
been praftis’d all along. So that he. was 
- oblig’d to put himfelf at the head of feveral 
Merchants, tpho then affutne die Title of 
Gentlemen * A Title howeverwhidk they 
can eafily throw afide, when they are to 
aft the Pedlers in the Sale ©f their Skins. 

Twodays after this Noftomal Vifit, we - 
departed from Mojh&v in company with -a 
Mufedvite Boyar, who was returning home to 
his own houfe upon the Frontlets of Li- 
thnania,. and wbo having been formerly a 
Roman C^athcdick himfelf, preferv’d a hind- 1 
riefs ftill- for us that were fb» 

{ Yet notwithfianding that the Mufemtet . 
refus’d to let- us pais thotow their Terri- 
tories, we did not defpatr of reviving our 
defigns upon the Promife they made us, to 
grant us the favour that- we demanded, (o 
loon as they- (hould underhand that our 
King approv’d eur enterprize. And with 
this profpeft it was, that my Companion 
and my fel£ took the way ' of Poland , in 
cotnpany with the Mufeovite Boyar , already 
. mention’d, who Slew’d us all the Civilities 
imaginable upon the Road $ no lefs kind to 
a Dominican Fryer that Travell’d along 
with us, -being entrufted With Letters from 
theCha of IV/wtothePope and rtte Em- 
peror.-.

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The Letter to the Pope was enclos'd in a 
Puife of Cloth of Gold, and that to- the 
Emperor in another of Cloth of Silver. 
Andthe fabftanceof both was an Anfwer 
to certain Letters which thofe two Poten- 
tates had written at the. fame time Jo the 

Perfian Monarch, exhorting him to take the 
benefit of the fuccefs wherewith God had 

blefs’d their Arms to recover thofe Places 
which the Turk had wrefted from tbe^er- 
fian fome years before. But the Cba, 

feems, was unwilling to regain msloffes a* a 
the expence of his eafe and plcafurej tw- ^ 
which he facrific’d all otherconfideratibrBri 
in the world. Befides-that ihcAtamadouht, > 
or Prime Minifter of the Pd^ ’ Emphey 
could by no means be indued to make War. 
againft the Ottomans v- whether it were tha . 
hb were doubtful of the fuccefs, ovwhe- 
ther he were willing that -the Gm 
Signior fliould .think himfelf heholdmg w 
him, for having diverted fo furious a ftorm 
from his Empire; And P<*hap s 
then this, he was no lefs glad oi the oppo 
tunity to teftify to th& Ottman Sultan, the 
Pevotion which he had for the Religion o 
the Sunni, as much a Perfianas he was ; n

my ftlf know hbw haughtily he us’d feme 
of the Priipe Officers of the CouttV who 
made him Propofitions in the Cha’s Name, 
which perhaps would have fhaken a Heart 
lels poftels’d with Chriftianity than his was. 

This fincere Zeal for the Catholick Faith, 
induc’d hina to fettle a Refidence of Milfio- 
naries ac Scbamaki , to labour towards the 
C 3 Conver- 
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Converfion of the Armtnians , and other 
Schifmatick Infidels, which Trade drew in 
fhoals into that City. 

Th^ fame Zeal likewtfe induc’d him the 
laft time he was fait into Perfia , to defire 
the King of Poland to ; Authorize his Defign 
of procuring Settlements for Apoftolick La* i 
bourers throughout the whole extent of the 
Chat Empire, where any hopes fhouljd he 
found of bbouring'fuccefsfully towards the 
■ Saving of Souls, of .which he carry’d manjr 
aliong with him infoth c Levant, .who have 
fine* difpers’d themfelves in all parts, where 
they cxpe&ed'a proper Hafveft. 

But, as fincers as his Zeal ‘ 
Saute Ti'tj of appear’d to me, I fhould not 
Count Syn. havfe regarded it, had it not ' 
been accompany’d by a Con- 
duft equally regular, and edifying ; and : 
- indeed I may affirm, after having made it 
my bufmefs to ftudy him with all the ap- | 
plication imaginable, that I never obferv’d 
any thing in him but what was very honour , 
rable, and worthy of a good Chriftian.

pany, who , having deceiv’d all 
the Expeditions for his Embaffie, left Warfaw 
at the beginning of September , in order to 
reach Mofcnv about the time that the Ice 
and Snow render the Road of AJtrakan a- 
greeable, and convenient. 

We advanc’d as far as the . 

Frontiers of Lithuania, where 
we had appointed a Rendez- Mufco yy. 
vous to the yell of our Com- 
panions who were difpers’d up and down, 
and who had' lent us word they would be 
there at the appointed day : - Yet 
what-ever precautions we had taken, he 
whom we wanted moft was not there j we 
tarry’d fome days for him, and Count Syri, 
notwithftanding the numerous attenebnee he 
was oblig’d to carry along with him, vouch- 

fafed 
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filed, to- ftop cq oftbrdhvn time- to- come up : 
to w% but in vato, for we heard thatthai 
Father wham we were loth tolofe, wat , 
fallen Sick at Vilna, and that be was not in ■ 
a Condition to follow us. 

. This Accident troubled us fit much the 
more, bp realon that the Miffionary we 
wanted was one of thafe that were moft fer- 
viceable to us; befides, he had all the Ma- ' 
thematical Inftruments, and feveral other i 
Curiofities that had been lent us out of 
France , in die room, of thole things the Sea. 
had depriv’d us of. 

However, there was no other Remedy 
than to beg of Count Syri*. whom in reafon 
we could not ftop any longer, nor expole 1 
our lelves to fit much Charge, to give me 
leave to repair to.Vtlna, thereto take up 
our Sick Brother in cafe he were any thing 
better, or at leaft to fetch our Mathematical 
Inftruments, while he went forward hitnfelf 
sk far as Smolensk a, where I knew he would 
be lb kind as to tarry for us, in cafe he did 
not find the Mnfcovites inclin’d to receive 
US. ;• 

This Relofution being approv’d ofi I r/sr 
pair’d with Ipeed to Vilna* and Count Sj/ri 
advanc’d floury towards Majcavy* and. , ar- 
riv’d at Smoltnsko* where die Goverxiour, 
who was a Man of Honour, receiv’d hita 
incomparably well, and promis'd him to be 
very kjnd to us upon his account, and to

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fumilh us af our arrival wkbGuides, and 
what-ever fliouH be neceflary to follow 
him.' s 

Count Syri being latisfy’dwith the Cm-* 
lities of that Voivode, continu’d bis March 
towards Mofcow with our odier Compa- 
nions,; being perlwaded that when-ever we 
_ should appear, we ihould be favourably re- 
, ceiv’d, and as foeedily dilpatch’d, as he had 
allur’d me we mould, by his Letters. 

My Journey to Viha prov'd ufelefi j for 
the Perlbn I went to leek there, being re- 
cover’d lboner than he expended, went from 
thence the very day I arriv’d there : How- 
ever, I overtook him fortunately at Minsho, 
which is one of the moll confiderable Cities 
in all the black Rujfia, about 30 German 
Miles from Vilna ; after which we crols-d 
the huge Forells that lye between Minsko, 
and Cazin, which is the laft City of Poland' 
on.the Frontier of Mufcovy, where a little 
Brook divides the two Countries.

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diem j that which in my opinion draws them 
thither, is the convenience of the Hives 
they find ready made in the hollow of the 
Trees, where they coiM not be fife, Were 
not care taken to fecure them from the 
Bears.

confiderably. However they, 
fecure them by making a kind of Fence 
round-about the Trees they are. in, with 
Spikes at top of them, or by covering the 
hole they come in at with feveral Branches 
of Thom, which without flopping their pafe 
fige, fecure them from the cruel Enemy that 
perfecutesthem. 

As the Forefts of Lithuania furnilh die 
Inhabitants with Honey, and Wax, they 
alio yield them abundance of Skins, ' and 
Furs. Elks, Foxes, and Bears are as com- 
mon there as in Mufcovy t and would the 
Polanders make War to thofe Animals as 
the Aiufcevites do, they would loon take a- 
way part of their Neighbours Trade. 

The Obje&s that offer 
Bears are tbemfclves to Travellers, be- 

fritndt t» Men. ing commonly the Sobje& of 
their Difeourfe, feeing a Bear 
pals before us, I enquir’d about feveral curi- 
ous 
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pus tilings relating to that Animal. I' heard 
*n the firft place, that as wild as he appears/ 
to be, he is Naturally a Friend to Man., 
Betides, the Example of the Child that was 
Suckled by a Bear in the time of the Late 1 
Queen of "Poland . , Louife Maria , I was a£ 
fiir’d that the feme Prodigy happens often, 1 
and that Children ate often found in their, 
Caves without the leaf!: hurt, tho’ they have 
lain there feveral days. They alio Chew’d 
me the Academy where they are manag’d,' 
before their being led through the Cities of 
fcurofe, as they commonly are. It is a 
Town call’d Samourgan , where they are 
taught what we lee them pra&ice with lb 
much dexterity, and as it Were- Judge- 
ment.

Liv’d two 
days after he receiv’d; hi* Wound, had 
absolutely clear’d him, declaring fincerdy, 
that by hh own obftinacy he had drawn 
this Fate upon hirofelf. Therefore they were 
oblig’d to defer their Judgment* upon thje 
matter, bexpe&ation of new Informations 
While things were thus in fcfpenfe, two 
{girts of People imploy’d themfelves to ob- 
tain a Pardon for this Guilty Unfortunate. 
The Foltjh Refident, leeondfed by aM the 
Zealous Catholicks, us’d this utmoft en- 
deavours, to reprelent this Gentleman * Inno- 
cence, to the Emperors and to the Boyars. 
The Mufcovitgs were likewise defipous to 
fave.him, but to their own advantage, ob- 
liging him to embrace their- Sehife, and 
ferve in their Armies. However, the efforts 
both of the one and the- 6ther prov’d l&eeefi 1 
lefi, by reafbn of the fteadinelS of that truly 
Chriftian Soul, and by die Cabals of the 
Lutherans ahd Dutch, who engaged tho En- 
voy of Brandenburg in their Party, whole 
Credit was too great at th%t Cp5trti for arty .

regards the Court exprefi’d for the Pchjh 
Refident and Envoy, cunningly made ufe 
of the conjunctures which be judg’d favoura- 
ble, to Sacrifice to the Refentments of the 
Lutherans and Calvinifts, the Life of that 
poor Gentleman, whole Religion made his 
greateft Crime. • 

What ever pretence the firft could have 
to defire hi$ Death, and what ever Animo- 
fity their Minifter had inlpir’d them with, 
in a Sermon he preach’d on pUrpofe to in- 
cline them to vengeance, they appear'd lefi 
eager of it than thefe who were relblv’d at 
any rate to make him pay for a favour they 
had formerlydone him, taking him then to 
beoneof their perlwafiop, which Errour he 
undeceiv’’ d them of Couragioufly, declaring 
to them, that he was a true Son of the Ror 
man Church. 

, The Envoy of Brandenburg at the Inftt- 
gation of thole dangerous Enemies, profecu- 
ted and obtain’d a Sentence of Dead) againft 
this .poor, ftraoger, at' a time when he> 
and all his Friends were , molt in hopes of a 
Pardon. His ; Condemnation being pro- 
»9«wc’ d» after a • Conference the Deputy had 
. : ; held 
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held with Prince GaUichm, it was not hard 
to judge that it was the effeft of his prefling 
Sollicitations, to which they contented, die 
rather becauie they had loft all hopes of pre-. 
vailing with a Perfbn who had appear’d all 
along infenfible to alf the advantageous pro-] 
pofitions they had made to him, toperfwade 
him to change his Belief. 

But notwithftanding the injuftice of this 
Sentence, he did-*not complain to much of 
it, as he did at their «Crucky during liis Jmr 
prifonment : He had often defir’ d leave toi 
fee his Confeflor, in whom he had an abfo’ 
lute Confidence, the which had been coa- 
ftantly deny’d him : infomuch that he could 
only conferr with him by Letters, and even 
that, they endeavour’d to deprive him of 
with great Inhumanity. 

The very day he was Executed, he writ 
one to Father BeastvoUier y in which, after 
having given him an account of his Con- 
ference, and the interior Sentiments God had 
infpir’d him with during his Impriibnment, 
he acquainted him with the aflurances he 
had receiv’d of being fbon put. at liberty : 
But our joy was very fhort liv’d, for while 
we were rejoycing about it, :we heard, with 
an incredible fiirprize, that he was going to 
displace of Execution, there to be Beheaded 
in the quarter of the Germans j pretty near 
the "Houle where his misfortune had guided 
him fbme days before. 

Father 
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Father Biauvotker being moreforpm’d 
ind concav’d thereat# than ah y other, ran 
out immediately, arm’d withfm Crucifix, 
ahd t&ving crowded through an infinite 
nemberof People that fifi-d up all .the pafla* 
^ he threw himfelf (notwithftanding d# 
the oppofition of the SouHiers) into the 
Sledge in which his Illuftrious Patient fay. 
Whatever his Guards could do to oppofe his 
Zeal, and. to oblige’' him to rethr, he 
overcame theirobftinacf, Shewing them the 
Sign he had arm’d himfelf with, and giving 
them to underftand that he defign’d nothing 
but to perform the laft duty towards bis deaf 
Penitent 

He found it nnich more" difficult to defend 
hinifelf againft the fecret attacks he relented 
at the fight of an Obje& fo full of pity j but 
whereas he had; no time to Lole, he forc’d 
himfelf to prepare his Generous Friend to 
Die, who was the more fcnfible at that en* 
terview, by realbn that he had not expedted 
it The fecret Teftimony of his Confcience 
having altogether clear’d and fatisfy’d him 
as to the caufe of his Condemnation, he al- 
lur’d the Fatherwhb accompany ’d him, that 
the Death he was going to Itifler, was to far 
from frighting him, that it afforded ht% a 
real Conlohtion, in hopes that God wouM 
be pleas’d to accept of it, not Only^ as af$i£ 
fadtkm to his juftice, for all the Sms he had 
formerly committed : but allb as the molt 

fenfible 
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fcnfible proofhe could give him ofKis Lofre 
and Fidtfty. 

Being, thus Penetrated with the tnoff 
lively Sentiments, ' die H o fo ne fr effhe Re-, 
Bgiott heprofefles tan h tf pire aChriffiart 
with, he began fcYGeneral Confeffio n anew* 
ahho he had lately done it hi two di ffe re nt 
rencounters ; ana having ended it with 
Maries of a TeaHy Penitent Heart,he dtfpos’d 
himieff by feveraf Religious A €ts his Con* 
fcflbr reminded frim tbfc, «o *hc Sacrifice hd 
fbpn after coniitmrtiated , 1 with a prefence of 
Mnid , 1 and Devotion, which drew.TeatfS 
from all the Spectators. 

When he came to the place ©f Execution^ 
he came modeftly out or his Sledge, then 
thedkrg down,' ne repeatedthe Devout Eja- 
culations hiY Coijfeflor forag’d him with.' 
Finaljyy haying thus ditpos’a himftff above 
an hour and a hall long to this laft action of 
his Life, he \Tss defired to make hirnfelf 
ready to receive the ftroak of Death. He 
immediately got up, without being furpnVd, 
and baling mmfett taken off a large Veft of 
Brocado he had on,' he deliver’d it to the 
Executioner, who allow'd him yet as much 
time as he defir’d ' to aflure the Speflotori 
that, he dy’ d a Son of the Catholick Church; 
out of which there is no Salvation ; and to 
proteft that he heartily forgave all his Eae* 
mies, to whom he did not impute his Death 
ft* much, as to his fincere Zeal for his Reli- 
gion, 
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an, in which he wouid perfift with the af~ 
nee of God, to die lad moment of his 
Life.' ' ; \ 

. , Having laid this, he turn’d to his Con- 
feflbr, and thank’d him for all his Charitable 
Cares, and for all the SalutarylnfttuCtions 
he had been, pleas’d to give mm from the 
happy moment in- which he Was firft ac- 

2 uainted with him ; he dehr’d him not to 
ave him, till afrer his Execution, and to 
continue his fervent Exhorta*® 03 to hitn, 
until he had deliver’d up. his Soul into die 
hands of his Creatour; After which, ftep- 
ping Into a finall Retrenchment that was 
made on purpole, he laid himlelf down upon 
the ground that was cover’d with Snow, and 
plac’d his head upon the Block, . in expecta- 
tion of the Stroak he receiv’d foon after* 
pronuuuelug the iSawrcil Names rof Jefitti 
and Mary % the found of which was heard 
through his Wound, even after his Head 
was divided from the reft of his Body. 

It is impoflible to exprefi how much noife 
his Death caus’d in Mofcmv, and how much 
eyery body was Edify d by the Zeal Father 
Btauvollier exprefi d on that occafion : It 
appear’d fofiiciently by the applaufe he re- 
ceiv’d coming home again: Altho’ every 
body was concern’d at the unhappy deftiny 
of this young Gentleman, yet they efteem’d 
him happy to have ended his Life in the 
hands of a Perfon who had given him fodi 

holy 
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holy dilpofitions ; and nothing perhaps' .eve r 
gave more Luftre’ to the Roman Religion; 
than this Example of Piety, and Charity; 
which for a long while was the whole Dip- 
qourfe of the City, which fenfibly convinc’d 
all thofe who were Witnefles of it, how 
happy it is to live in a Religion; in which 
they Dye lb Holily. 

There was Realon to believe that this 
Death would appeals, and altogether ftifle 
the lentiments or Vengeance that Party had' 
appear’d lb iinjuftly animated with; but 
they relblv’d to add Ignominy to their Cru- 
elty ; and to that end prevail’d with 
Prince GaUicbin that the Body of the de- 
ceas’d, ori whole Memory they would fix 
Infamy, Ihould be expos’d three days toge- 
ther in a Publick Place, but the Zeal of the 
Catholicfe prevail’d over the Fury - of the 
Lutherans.

they, thinking, perhaps, that their ho* - 
nours were concern’d in it, kept obfti- 
nately'to their firft Resolution, and re- 
fus’d to. hearken to any Propofitionsmade 
on our behalf. 

The truth is, that/ had he been mind- 
ed to make ufe of his own Authority on 
that occalion, he might ealily have ob-

htuofni. of trouble, that the Empe- 
rour’s Envoy, I have alrea- 
dy mention’d, us’d all his Intereft to 
crofsour defigns, and to create Jealoufies 
about us. He was not fatisfied'with ha- 
, ving refus’d us the Pafsports we had de- 
fied of him, but he us’d, moreover, his 
utmoft endeavours, bora by word of* 

Mouth,, 
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Mouth and in Writing, to ruin our Cre- 
dit with the Great General of Poland. 
Nay, more, he prevail’d with Perfons of 
great Note to do the fame. They did all 
they could to perfwade him that we were 
dangerous Spyes *, and publickly repor- 
ted, that we had taken the exaft Plan of 
the ftrongeft places in Poland , to make » 
prefent of them to the Grand Seignior. 

But all their attempts prov’d vain, the 
Perfon they went about to perfwade, ha- 
ving too much Sence and Generofity to 
be impos’d upon by them. Notwith- 
ftanding their earned Solicitations, the 
Motives of which we did not difcover till 
we . came into Moldavia : We ftill re- 
ceiv’d new favours from the great Pala- 
tin of Rujfia y - who, -far from forfaking 
us, daily doaded us with frelh Obligati- 
ens^being'fijlly perfwaded that their Ani- 
mofity agahtft us was very ill grounded; 
He fufficiently tcftify’d, on all occalions, 
that his Sentiments were much more ad-, 
vantegious for us, than thofethey endea- 
vour’d to infpire in him j and that he 
was very well fatisfy’d with the upright- 
nefs of our Intentions, -by the extraordi- 
nary care he took to fecure us the Paflage, 
which his Zeal for the Glory of God in- 
clin’d him to procure for us. 

The two CourierSj-we had expe&ed fo 
long>being arriv’d with the molt favoura-

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bfe anfwers we couldexpeft' the Great! 
General thought it more proper for os to 
go by the way of Moldavia^ than that 
of Caminiec , whether he judg’d the firft 
lefs dangerous, or whether he did not 
confide fp much in the Baiba* with Whom 
he had no great acquaintance, as be did 
in the Hofpodar, whom he look’d upon 
as kb particular Friend.

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He did not oniy Etjuip ns, and give ns 
whatever was neceflary to defray 
the Charges of onr Jouiney, bat he 
Oblig’d us, moreover, to take one of his 
Servants along with ns, to be our Guide 
and interpreter as far as Confiantinofk , 
andaGuardof thixty -Moldavian Troops, 
whom ho charged not to leave us, until 
they ted concta&ed us to the Hofpodar. 
He writ to that Prince, and other Perfons 
who could facilitate our Journey, in fuch 
a manner, that we were received every 
where, as if we had been his Children. 

But as confiderable as all thefe favours 
were, nothing made more impreffion up- 
on us, than the Tendemefsand Affe&ion 
he exprefs’d to us at parting : It wrought 
fo powerfully upon us, that it was impof- 
fibre for us to exprefs onr gratitude to 
him, for all hisextraordinary favours, o- 
therwife than by our Sighs and Tears, to 
which this Noble Lord fhew’d us that he 
Was not infenfible.

great Vi&ories the Great 
General of Poland gain’d there, fbme 
years ago over the Turks and. Tartars, 
which came with numerous Forces, com- 
manded by Sultan Galga, with an inten- 
tion to make an Irruption into Poland. 

The PafTage of the Foreft 
The Pajjage of is very difficult, the Roads 
it is dangerous a re bad and narrow, and 
andupeafie. the Ground is fbak’d every 
where by a foul Matihy 
Water, which renders them.almoft.im- 
prafticable. However, we were hecefli- 
tated topafs through it, and to follow 
thofe oblique difagreeable Roads, , the 
-end of which I thought we fbould never 

haw 
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have feen. But theillnefs of the Way 
was not the thing that troubled us moftj 
the furprize of the Thieves alarm’d us 
yet much more : And as loon as we were 
got a pretty Way into that horrid Solli- 
tude, We difcover’d feveral Separate 
Bands of them but our Condu&ors be- 
ing known to them, their Companions 
no fboner perceiv’d them but they re- 
tir’d. 

Thns we got fafeout of the Boukovines , 
arid enter’d into the Plains of Moldavia , 
where we Travell’d fome time with more 
fatisffc&ion, than we had done in the 
gloomy For efts we came Out. 

■ Mdldava fe one of the 
Fineft and Pleafanteft Pro- pefcriptm rf 
vinces in Europe. There Moldavia, 
ere greatPlains water’d by 
divers Riversy the chief of which is 
the Mdldava , which has turnings and 
windings, not unlike the *' Seine ^ and 
feftftS, throughout its whole extent, to 
daffy Plenty every where. Thofe Wa- 
ters would 1 etrtainly render thofe Plains 
Vtery Fraitfal, and would contribute to 
make ' that Province one of the Richeft in 
Europe, were it lefs expos’d to the Infults 
'of the Turks and T trtars but the Forces 
that the one and the other of them conti- 
nually fend through it, to defend Cami- 
nie'e , have deftroy’d it ib much, that it 

lies 
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Iks unmannr’d in many places, for want 
of Inhabitants to Cultivate it, efpedaliy 
in the Eaftern part, which confines to 
Tartary , where fuch of the Inhabitants 
that live in the open Country* are ob- 
lig’d to dig Lodges under Ground, to a- 
void the fury of thofe implacable Ene- 
.mies of Chrtfttanity.

Guard , which Conduced 
us with as piuh Fidelity and Succefs as 
the firfty to the Metropolitan of Molda- 
via. When v\je came near to it, we 
lent our Interpreter before, according to 
our Orders from the Great General of 
Poland, toprefent ouv humble Refpeds 
to the Hofpodar, until we were in a con- 
dition to do it our felyes. 

We really expefted much from the 
Recommendations of the Grand General, 
and the Letters he had given us for that 
Prince j but yet had we been able to fbrefee 
the effe& they were to produce, we Ihould 
have begg’d that Palatin to moderate his 
kindnefs, and to fpare us a little more. 

' -The Hofpodar, who had more regard for 
the preffing Letters of the General, than 
for our Character of Religious, put no 
bounds to his Refpefts •, and I queflion 

wh# 
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whether he could have done more to the 
Ambafladors of the greateft Prince on 
Earth. 

As fowl as he had notice 
of our arrival, he affign’d us How were we 
a convenient houfe, and the receiv'd by the 
fame day he fent us one of Hof P odar * 
his Secretaries, to Congra- 
tulate our Arrival, and to let us know 
Xhat he was impatient to fee us. The nex t 
day he fent us his Coach, and a Guard of 
fifty Souldiers, together with the Lord 
Chancellour’s Son to be our Interpreter : 
We were Conduced in this manner to 
his Palace, where the Hofpodar expe&ed 
us. All the Militia was in Arms in very 
good order, from our Lodgings to the 
Court. Being alighted, we found two 
Gentlemen who tarry’d for us to lead us 
to the Audience. They lead us under 
the Arms up a pair of Stairs of about 
thirty fteps, and fo into the great Hall, 
■where the Barons of the State did com- 
monly Alienable. There were a great 
many of them there at that time i we fa- 
luted- them as we pafskl along, and then 
went up to the Prince’s Clofet, at the 
Door of Which we met the Matter of 
the Ceremonies, who introduc’d us.

We made our Compliment to him y 4p 
which he anfwer’d in a very obliging. man- 
ner •, after which, having commanded, us 
to fit down, he turn’d the .Converfation 
upon the Conquefts of our King, . of 
which we gave him a particular account, 
wherewith he was very much delighted, 
as it appear’d by the obliging words he . 
fpoke to us, as we were going ; Tea- 
ming then- to have forgot his Rank and 
Dignity, Dear Fathers, faid he to ‘us, 
fince the King , whom you have the honour to 
belong to, and v.ndtr whofe Influence yw 
are going to Preach the Goflel to the utmofl 
1 extremities of the World, is fo accomfliflfd 
a Monarch, that he challenges admiration 
from all the Earth, l beg your. Frtendfkig 
as a Favour , that I may have the fatisfaClir

Iu this Journey they 
pafs’d the Defart of CarcatbayJ Thence 
they Travel’d to Oitogracb Gazo, Cafciahi,-

aftr a Months ftay there, in 15 days more 
to Cialix, Govern’d by the King of Cafcars 
bale Son, r with' whom at firft ne had fome 
difference about Religion, \yhich was pa- 
cify’d with a Gift.

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Ciahsc, the Govqmour gave him Letters of 
Pali, and infcrib’d him a Chriftian, accord- 
ing to his defire j at which a Mahumetan 
Prieft very much wonder’d, affirming, that 
theirs with the Region, fluffed alio their Re* 
%‘on. 

In %o days they came to Tucian t then to 
Turphan a Fortify *d City j thence to Ara~ 

. muth , and fo to Camul, the laft City of the 
Kingdom of dales. In nine days, we came 
from Camul to the Northern Walls of £&in«, 
where they ftay’ d days, expe&ing the 

Vice-Roy’s Anfwer for their admiffion, at a 
place call’d Ciaicuon. And then being en- 
tred the Walls, they came in one days Jour- 
ney to the City Socieu. 

All the fpace between Cialis, ' and the 
Borders of China is fubjeff to the inroads of 
•the Tartars , which is the reafon that Mer- 
dhants Travel in the day time in great fear, 
looking out ever and anon, to lee whether 
the Coafb be dear, and Travelling in the 
Night with great filence and Secrefie. They 
found feveral Saracens {lain in the High 
Way. The Countrey People, they feldorn 
kill, but Rob them of their Cartel : As 
for Corn and Rice, they hold it food for 
Beads, and not for Men j and feed upon 
Flefh, living a hundred years. 

The Saracens in thefe parts are effemi- 
nate, and might eafily be fubdu’d by the 
Cbsnifes , if they would attempt if. On the

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Weft pahs of C&«<* ftatids r. Walt, . rais’d o# 
purpofe t^ exclude the Tartars , arid twd
